Proposed Amendment to the Constitution 
te Come Before the People Nov. 6 Is 
Killed in Advance by the Democratic 
State Administration — Not Advertised 
as the Constitution Directs and Thus 
Entirely Nullified=Hard Biow to Labor 


, Iaterests. 
Organized labor has received a deadly blow 
from the present Democratic State adminis- 
tration. The sensational discovery was made 
at Sprmgfield yesterday that, through the 
negligence or by the deliberate design of the 
Democratic Secretary of State, the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution enabling the 
Legislature to pass anti-truck store, gross 
weights, weekly pay, and other laws in the 
interest ot labor is already defeated. The 
amendment is to be voted on by the peoplo 
at the general election Nov. 6, but if all the 
votes in the State, and a million more, were 
cast for it there would still not be enough to 
make ita part of the Constitution. 
One of the indispensable requisites to en 
| amendment of the Constitution is that it shall 
be published at least three months before the 

election. This the Constitution itself provides, 
and itis made the duty of the Secretary of 
State to attend to this important preliminary.

But 
at 10 o’clock the four days’ registration in 
New York City came to a close, and the total 
registry list was only 308,401. 

Yesterday the E.ection Commissioners of 
the City of Chicago gave out the revised fig- 
ures of the recent registration. Deducting 
the names of women and the votes registered 
in Cicero, there remained for the City of Chi- 
cago exactly 318,676 names. 

No one can claim there has been enough 
apathy on the part of Gotham’s voters this 
year to cause a light registration. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, New York City has not been so 
stirred up in years over an election, and the 
registry is regarded there as an extraordinari- 
ly good one. 

That the result was not entirely unexpected

How McDonald Was Caught. 


Then there is the case of McDonald, al- 
ready arrested. He was made prisoner on 
the testimony of one of his own pals,“ who 
uncoveted a fine colonization scheme at No. 
50 North Clark street. The secret service 
men did a pretty neat piece of work here, 
They caught. a certain James Sammon, a 
member of the colony, and dy a little per- 
suasion they convinced Mr. Sammon that he 
would better tell all he knew about the col- 
ony at No. 50.

Resolution Favored by Labor. 


The resolution was adopted by the House 
April 13 and concurred in by the Senate June 
2. It is as follows: 

** Resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring herein, That there be 
submitted to thé people of the State ef Iili- 
nois for their ratification or rejection at the 
next general election for members of the next 
General Assembly the following additional 
amendment to the Constitution : 

“* Resolved, That the General Assembly 
shall have power and it shall be its duty to 
enactand provide for the enforcement of all 
laws that it shall deem necessary. to regulate 
and control contracts, conditions, and rela- 
tions existing or arising trom time to time 
between corporations and their employés.”’ 

Sec. 2, Art. 14 of the Constitution provides: 
** Amend ments to this Constitution may be pro- 
posed in either House of the General Assem- 
bly and if the same shall be voted for by two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of 
the two Houses they shall be entered in 
full in their respective journals; and said 
amendments shall be submitted to the elect- 
ors of this State for adoption or rejection at 
the next general election of members of the 
General Assembly in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law. The proposed amend. 
ments shall be published in full at least three 
months preceding the election and if a ma- 
jority of the electors voting at said election 
shall vote for the proposed amendments they 
shall become a part of this Constitution. But 
the General Assembly shall have no power to 
propose amendments to more than one article 
of this Corfstitution at the same session nor 
to the same article oftener than once in four 
years.” 

Law as to Publication. 


Sec. 2. Chapter 1, Revised Statutes, pro- 
vides: “Such an.endment or amendments 
shall be published in full by Secretary of 
State in at least two newspapers at the seat of 
government. Such publication shall. be 
made at least three months before the next 
election of members of the General Assembly 
ensuing the passage of said proposed amend- 
ment with notice prefixed thereto that at 
said election suid proposed amendments will 
be submitted to the electors of this State for 
adoption or rejection. 

The election for members of the General 
Assembly occurs Nov. 6. To have been valid 
the publication of the proposed amendment 
should have been made on or before Aug. 6 
in two newspapers at the Stat capital. Not 
only, was there no publication on or prior to 
Aug. 6, but the publication so far as can be 
ascertained was made in only one paper.

TO PROBE FRANK FIELD'S DEATH. 


English Residents of Chicago Think It a 
Case of Murder. 


Just one month ago Frank Field, an En- 
glish resident of Chicago, met a violent death 
near the cornér of Wood and Polk streets. A 
Coroner’s jury found his dsath was accident- 
al, Last night more than 100 representative 
Englishmen met in the room of White Rose 
Lodge, Sons of St. George.

tion was 309,840. This year’s figures are al- 
most exactly those of the Presidential year— 
a difference of only 1,439. 

The registration in New York City last year 
was 265.949, the increase this year over last 
being 42.452. 

The registration in both New York and Chi- 
cago is an entirely new one. There is no 
„drift wood in either,

Georgia Legisiators Refase to Consider a 
Resolution on the Subject. 

Arianta, Ga., Oct. 27.—A motion to take 
up a resolution in the House of Representa- 
tives of the Georgia Legislature declaring it 
to be the sense of the Legislature—that Con- 
gress should enact a law for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and condemning the 
Representatives in Congress who voted for 
the repeal of the Sherman act was defeated 
by a vote of 94 to 63. Only twenty-three 
Democrats voted to take up the resolution.

teen men, whom he subsequently described as 
„ums and bridewell birds,“ and lodged them 
there, They bad the loft. Mansfield put in a 
stove and other comforts for them. 

Tuesday, Oct. 16, the first registration day, 
a few of these men registered. At noon 
Mansfield came to the barn and cursed the 
gang roundly and bade them it a move on 
an’ go over an’ register.“ y all regis. 
tered. That night they felt as though 
they ought to ce.ebrate the day and went into 
Mansfieid’s saloon and ordered drinks for 
which they refused to pay. Mansfield’s wife 
was running the saloon at the time. She re- 
fused to give them the drinks they demanded. 
A free *‘beer * aht“ ensued during which 
Mrs. Mansfield wus struck on the head with a 
beer g.ass by one of the men, Dave Me- 
Couglin, it is said. A tevere wound was in- 
flicted. Mansfield was so infuriated at this 
that he at once turned everyone out of the

Word came from the City Hall to drop the 
matter, but Mansfield was hot and the word 
came late. Next morning before Justice 
Foster Mrs. Mansfiela’s testimony was, by 
some fluke, taken and was so straightforward 
that McCouglia had to be found guilty.

Stevenson Answered. 


Puapetru, Pa., Oct. 27.—Speaking 
from the platform of his car at Poughkeepsie, 
Gov. McKinley made a forcible reply to Vice- 
President Stevenson, whe spoke there Friday 
night. He insisted the revenues arising from 
the McKinley tariff law were sufficient to meet 
all the expenses of the government and pay 
all the pensions until the election of the new 
party cundidates havinga different policy to 
put into effect. This caused a feeling of doubt 
and uncertainty among business-men and a 
decrease in the volume of imports, involving 
a diminution of the import duties. 

Before crossing to Newburg, Gov. McKin- 
ley, in response to earnest calls by the several 


hundred assembled, mounted a wagon and 


made a brief impromptu explanation of the 
different results effected by protection and 
free trade. 

At Newburg a half-hour’s address was made 
from in front of the court-house to a large 
crowd.

Upon his arrival in this city the Governor 
went at once ta the Stratford Hotel, while he 
was called upon by numbers of distinguished 
Republicans, imeluding ex-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral John Wanamaker. Gov. McKinley ad- 
dressed two immense audiences of working- 
men in this city tonight and in addition de- 
livered an outdoor address to an overflow 
meeting. The firstspeech was at the Academy 
of Music, which contained within its wails 
more than 5,000 cheering admirers, After 
speaking nearly an hour the Governor was 
hurried ina carriage to the Grand Opera- 
House, where he was greeted by almost as 
many people. Thousands who could not get 
inside the opera-house congregated in the 
wide street on which the building faces d 
waited until Gov. McKinley, after finishing 
his speech, came out on the veranda and ad- 
dressed them in a few sentences. It 
was nearly 10 o’clock when the speechmak- 
ing was concluded, and the distinguished 
visitor was driven direct to the Pennsylvania 
railroad station, where he took the 10:25 
train for Columbus. He will reach that city 
at 2:25 tomorrow afternoon, and after spend- 
ing a few hours at home he will start for 
Viney, III,, at which city he is billed for a 
speech Monday morning. Gov. McKinley 
will speak in several Illinois towns during 
Monday, arriving in Chicago and addressing 
audiences in that city the same night. 

Both of tonight's meetings were under the 
auspices of the Workingmen’s Protective Tar-

At the Academy the Governor told his 
hearers that while in New Orleans recently he

HOT OHASE AFTER PiEROE OUTLAWS 


Militia and Marshale Huating the Des- 
perate Bauds in Indlan Territory, 


Fort Giso. I. T.. Oct. 27.—Perhaps at 
no time in the history of crime-has this coun- 
try been in such fever of excitement as at the 
present time. Martial law has been declared, 
and is enforced strongly at every point in the 
nation. There are teday nearly 300 of the 
Cherokee militia in the field approaching the 
stronghold of the outlaws from the east 
and north, while Agent Wisdom’s 
force of Indian policemen are 
scouring the country towards the west. 
A large force of United States Marshals un- 
der the command of Heck Bruner has gone 
straight into what is sup to be the home 
of the gang near. Red Fork. where the people 
in general are frieadiy to them and assist 
thern in every way. A pony force is kept 
on guard at all stations on Missouri Pa- 
cific, and should au attempt be made to rob 
any point the result will be blood-letting. 
Deputy United States Marshal Dobson, who 
with his posses has been out for two days, has 
just come in. He says he and his men were 
clase to Jim Frenche, Sam McWilliams, Wiil- 
iam Harlan, and two more of the gang, but 
after a chase they were comipelied to give it 
up, as their horses were completely worn out. 
He is of the Opinion the gang separated and 
is scattered all over the country.

LABOR WAR IN NEW ORLEANS. 


White Screwmen Drive Non-Unton Negroes 
from Work on British Vessels, 


New Organs, La., Oct. 27.—[Special. ]— 
The strike of the cotton screwmen has para- 
lyzed commerce on the river front today. 
Only three vessels were working, and not a 
bale of cotton wag laden, even on these. The 
screwmen, or parties who are believed to be 
allied with them, boarded the Oceanica 
and tore open the fastenings of the hatches. 
All the jackscrews and other tools left in the 
hold of the vessel by the colored screwmen 
were captured and thrown into the river, 

All the vessels boarded. were British craft. 
The Deputy Engiish Consul today served 
Mayor Fitzpatrick with a demand for pro- 
tection for British ships, which it is believed 
only precedes a formal diplomatic demand 
for indemnity. 

There was more trouble today between the 
white and colored screwmen, At 1 o’clock 
the colored men had secured a sufficient num- 
ber of tools to put several gangs at work and 
a short while after operations ‘were resumed. 
About 2 o’clock an immense mob of white 
screwmen and sympathizera charged upon 
the colored screwmen working the British 
steamship Delano, terrorized the police pres- 
ent, dispersed the colored laborers, and capt- 
ured their tools, which were promptly thrown 
into the river. Two of the colored screwmea 
were shot, but not mortally wounded. After 
this riot the colored screwmen, being without 
tools, were compelled to stop work. 

The attacking party in today’s riot consist- 
ed of about 150 screwmen armed with Win- 
chesters and pistols. They advanced through 
the streets openly and were offered no resist- 
ance whatever by the police, who showed cow- 
ardies. 

At a late hour this evening the strike of the 
screw men was called off, after a long con- 
ference between the stevedores, ship agents, 
and strikers. The foremen surrendered and 
agreed to employ only white labor. The 
firm of Stoddard & Co., which has always 
employed colored labor, has not entered into 
this arrangement. This is a victory for 
the white workmen and will exclude any 
vompetition against union labor in cotton 
handling. The general impression here is the 
settlement is only temporary. The ship agents 
despaired of obtaining assistance from the 
city authorities in presef¥ing peace until after 
the elections, and it is believed the trouble 
will be recommenced in two weeks.

this world.“ ro are nine differept and con- 
fusing kinds of money: Two kinds of ld 
money, four kinds of silver money, and three 
kinds of paper money. The sum total of the four 
kinds of silver money amounts to about the same 
asthe sum of the two kinds of gold money 
Briefly about 35 per sent is gold. 35 per cent is 
silver, and 80 per cent is paper. 
It is a confusing, heterogeneous mass; but yet 
statements do not cover the whole fleld of 
our currency. There is another kind of currency 
which never figures in popular discussion, while

tho t mass of the American people. Ik 
—— should make us pause and deliber- 
ate on the ways of regulating our monetary sys- 
tem, it would be that the loud-vo blatant 
demagogne is allowed to have unimpeded influ- 
ence in regulating such an intricate mechanism 
as this. Is it not about time that unpartisan 
commissions should be consaited? If we are to 
make a study of our monetary system, to obtain 
a thorough understanding which will be of per- 
manent service, it must be taken out of the hands 
of partisan and narrow-minded advocates of spe- 
cial nostrums. 

It is impossible to examine our great monetary 
system in part. It will be necessary to treat it ar 
a whole. ocorrect conception is possible until 
we have an explanation of what this important 
pare of our currency is which has u over 

ooked. What I refer to is the currency function 
performed by what ate technically known as 
‘deposits ’’ in the banks of the country. 

In early days deposits meant the storing of 
money with a bank for safe keeping, When, as 
in the days of the banks of Venice and of Am- 
sterdum, the actual money was withdrawn or de- 
posited, or Sredits were transferred to a third 
person, the coin reserve and the deposit liabili- 
ties were equai. Bat we have changed all that. 
With an entire independence of legislation and 
solely wy: the ingenuity of practical business- 
men, the amazing development of modern credit 
has created a splendid machine for transferring 
goods through the forms of bank at the mini- 
mum of expense. But phenomenal as this sys- 
tem is, it is often little understood even by those 
working in it. 


Currency Function of Deposits, 


Now let us examine for a moment just how this 
important currency function of deposits actually 
works, course we all know that a bank. just 
like any commercial dealer in grain or hardware. 
makes ite profits by buyi and selling some- 
thing. It buys debts payable at a future date, 
and gives in return for them debts of its own, 
payable on demand, and these debts are technic- 
ally named, in modern banking language. de- 

Its. This is agimple purchase and sale. The 
now owns the notes, secured collate 
the sum total of which forms t item o 
loans on the resources. side of the bank ac- 
count. At maturity these promissory notes are 
— isis all very simple. Now what fol- 
ows? hy, if follows that it makes no differ- 
ence to the p of the in what special 
form it gives its custumers the right to demand 
payment. The bank bought these debts by giv- 
—＋ right to demand immediate payment; but 
richt to demand payment creates a liability 
pgainst the bank. The particular form of the 
liability does not modify the profit; that has 
been 2 for in the antecedent operation. 
Une form of creating this liability 1s the issue 
by the bank of its 2 — to pay--i. e.: bank 
notes. Another end common form is to 
deposit to the credit of the customer. Which of 
the two willin fact be used depends upon the 
—— of the Bank's customers and upon the 
usiness habits of the community in which the 
bank is situated. In a financial center deposits 
and checks are chiefly used; in a country town 
and in retail transactions actual bank notes are 
more often 3 a 
course it is a truism to many of you here to 
say that 92 to 95 per cent of all exchangos of 
goods ate performed by the aid of this deposit - 
currency. In 1881 tor receipts on one day of 
107.000, 000 in New York 98.7 per cent were in 
the form of checks, drafts, etc.; for the whole of 
the United States the percentage was 95. In 
18900 Ju 1 and Sept. 17) the percéntages were 
92 and 91 respectivoly for the country as a whole: 
but the slight decrease since 1881 was due to an 
one use of paper money at this particular 
e. 

For some places in the United States and Great 
Britain the situation is as follows:

The 
transa in are the reason for the «x- 
istence of the checks and deposits; the checks 
and deposits are not the reasons for the existence 
of the transactions. 

But some one says, “ for every transaction one 
must be able at any time to get coin.“ But all 
goods ate not being pressed for liquidation at the 
same moment. Noone seeks coin for its own 
sake. dust tothe extent and during the time 
that we keep money in our hunds it earns a 
lately nothing tor as. We earn something on 
money only by jetting it Hence every one 
tries to Invest-. e.: get rid of his money. This 
explains why 1 uf money in a country 
is always so sinail a percentage of the total 
weaith, or even of all the s at any time seek- 
ing ex . Like a bri over a river, money 
serves satisfactoriiy formany by serving for a 
few persons at a time. A miilion men 
can easily cross a bridge 100 ata time, but in a 
panic, when ail attempt to cross at once, no one 
gets over and many are hurt. So of and 
money; if in a panic all property is offered for 
money at once, no one can get actual money. 
Aftera panic fewer goods are offered for money 
than usual and money is superabundant. 

To this point 1 have gone in describing our ex- 
isting methods of exchanging s. In empha- 
sizing the currency function of deposits do not 
understand me as over.coking the questions 
aris.ng from gold. silver, and paper. But iu tne 
permanent means of r goods we must 
understand we have one kind which is completely 
eiastic. It Adapts itself to the demand of the 
moment without visibie effort and either by ex- 
pansion or contraction, as the cuse may be: and 
it does this quite irrespective of legisiative pur- 
pose or guidance,” 


Tamper with the Standards. 


But all these vast exchanges, as we have seen, 
are drawn in terms of money, even if money 1s 
never used. They ars not based on coin, but 
merely expressed in terms of coin. They are 
really liquidated by other goods which are also 
expressed in terms of coin. And every trans- 
action—in its tarn—may be iiquidated in stand- 
ard coin? Certainiy. ut that makes the etand- 
ard of enormous importance, and a cause of dan- 
ger. if it is ever tampered with. To question the 
standard in terms of which ai. contracts and trans- 
actions are based is like shaking the foundations 
of a how an earthquake. Tampering with 
the standard since 1878 finally brought on the 
panic of 1893. A group of monetary fanatics 
got a lever in the shape of legislation under the 

ancial system of the Uni States and raised 
tne very walis of edifice. As they g.eetuily 
teetered on the end of their financial lever they 
seemed to enjoy the agony of inhecent citizens 
overwheimed by the ruin. This thing shou:d be 
made impossible. The stability of our standard 
should be absolutely and entirely taken out of 
poiitics. Lot reco jations come only from 
the wisest possibie body of non-partisan experts. 
Why have they had nu monetary issnes in En- 
giish politics since the bank act of 18447 Be- 
cause the currency is made to work automatical- 
ly and the standard is never questioned. 

The tremendous importanee of national action 
to our financial condition is illustrated by the 
chart on the wall. 

The relation of the government to the currency 
should be confined to preserving the inviolabiiity 
of the standard. Anything less than that, bow- 
ever, is criminal and destructive of the safe 
prosecution of industrial pursuite. Now, that is 
not a mere formaia in words. Translated into 
facts that means financial confuston and uncer- 
tainty and inevitable pancs. The tampering 
with the standard brought us the panic of 1893 
and losses of hundreds of millions of dollars and 
prostrated all business. at is bad monetary 
sciehce expressed in ruin. ifyou can afford to 
have such business depressions come upon us as 
we bad last year go on as you have done in the 
past and let the hoodiums go on managing the 
monetary ponte of this country, Our currency 
is deplorabiy weak and unsound, always ready to 
let us through the thin ice into dangerous 
holes beiow. Think of over 1,100,000,- 
000 of ecurrency standing poi uneasii 
on a meager $60,000,000 ‘of gold. t 
is not merely bad business policy, it is 
simply outrageous folly to let it go on in this 
way. Do you wonder that the American people 
distrust the exist.ng situation, and have actualy 
ceased to furoish the government with its wonted 
suppiies of goid in payments to the Treasury? 
Why have we ceased to pay in gold to the Treas- 
ury and are pushing in silver currency and paper 
money? The facts speak for themselves louder 

wo What are you going to do about it? 


Reform of the National System, 


We have our “ greenbacks,”’ or United States 
notes of 2 for the redemption of 
$60,000,000. Then the $207,000.000 of national 
bank notes redeemable in legal tender money de- 
pend upon the same reserve. This feeble little 
reserve nearly had the life smothered out of 
it by the accumula pile of burdens heaped 
upon it, and then we added the additional load of 
keeping up the value of $564,000,000 of silver 
currency. Certainly the day has come when we 
must rise as a country and demand a different 
treatment of our monetary problems. How shall 
we do it? 

1. Our greenbacks are fixed in amount, incap- 
able of ¢xpansion or contraction. They were 
never originally intended as a permanent part of 
our currency; and Dec. 18, 1865, Congress by 
resolution cordially approved of Secretary Mc- 
—— s plan tor withdrawing them. 32. Our 
national bank notes were the result of an origin- 
al scheme to sell United States bonds; and the 
issue of these notes depends on the price of gny- 
ernment bonds, which must soon be paid off; so 

t the issue is not based on any relation to the 
needs of the country fora medium of exchange. 
The notes might be solidly based, as in Germany, 
“on those gene securities and commercial 
obligations of short date which are found sufi- 
cient to guard the credit ofa bank with its own 
customers and the public.” which is the essence of 
the Baltimore plan.“ But the present system 
cannot long go on. 3. And Why should we have 
several kinds of silver currency differing in pay- 
ing power? Wecan maintain existing silver at par, 
but we most treat the Treasury as we treat any 
business institution. Wecapnot expect to keep 
out of bankruptcy unless we allow the Treasury 
to get accommodation by sale of bonds to meet 
its liabilities and maintain its standard of pay- 
ment intact in great emergencies. In short, we 
must have some system by which the currency 
will work autoniaticaliy. No legisiation or con- 
vention of bankers can determine that the people 
of the United States shall use a certain amount 
of notes for the arrangement of their exchanges. 
And the United States Treasury, moredver, ought 
never to go into the banking business. 

We know the questions are intricate and in- 
volved. They touch our inmost commercial life 
and our financial and trade relations with for- 
eign countries are in jeopardy. Our standard of 
Sabean iovisiees tat doadend meni, on 
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ence and its conclusions gave the English min- 
istry the facts and recommendations upon which 
the free coin silver was suspended June 26, 
1898, in India. That is, the careful examination 
by trained men gave the administration the ma- 
terials and reasons for acuon which has pro- 
foundly mod.fied the monetary history of recent 
times. Nor are these commissions made up of 
men committed to any one view, for it has been 
the policy to have both sides of any controvers 
represented. hen men like Lord Herscheil, 
Leonard Courtney, and Sir T. H. Farrer, repre- 
senting differing views on currency topics, study 
a practical situation and then ee in recom- 
mending definite p.ans the general public may 
know there must be sound reason for recom- 
mendations. 


Ameérican Plau of Procedure. 


Now. is it not about time that we go to work in 
a basinesslike way, as other countries have done 
and have a monetary commiss for onceo 
such a make-up that it will do ite work in an up- 
partisan way and command general respect? Or 
are we so blind. so inert, that we must have more 
panics like that of iast year before we can get 
stirred up? I assure you that it does not pay. 
Why should we pay hundreds of mi.lions of dol- 
lars in losses by panics for our lessons, when 
other countries go to work seriously to study 
their conditions and currency and try to remedy 
them n an iuteiligent fashion? In the United 
States we act as if these things were not impor 
tant enough to receive atten and yet we are 
being constantly injured to enormous amounts. 

The practice of this country has not been to make 
use of non-partisan commissions, Politicai par- 
ties have mude intricate financial questions foot- 
balls for party contests: ‘they cared not for the 
solution of the quesmons, but by maneuvering be- 
hind those questions t they might advance 
partisan success. There is no Republican or 
Democratic monetary science, any more than 
there is Republican or Democratic hay or cab- 
bages. Instead of investugating and then set- 
tis a business question like the currency on its 
merits, as we would a private business matter, 
we arrange so that currency. questions, involvi 
hundreds of mil.ions of dollars, shail be settle 
by the men who can yel: the longest and loudest, 
or by the simpler primitive way of counting 
noses. The only difficuity with such a plan is 
that the yell or the possession of a nose is not 
indubitable proof of capacity tosolve a monetary 
probiem for 65,000,000 of wide-awake Ameri- 
cans eine in a land of boundless resources and 
capable of splendid developmeat in the future. 


LYMAN J. GAGE ON THE MONEY QUESTION 


Metallic Coin the One Real Money=—Keal 
and Imparted Values. 
Lyman J. Gugé’s reception showed the 
esteem in which he is held in the dusiness 
world, His speech in fuli was as follows: 


In speaking upon the subject of cur money 
system one must be aware in whatever he 
may say be wiil excite the hostile criticism and 
draw forth bitter invective from some one or more 
of the various factions who are seeking to estab- 
lish on new and experimental foundations our 
much-disturbed financiai structure. 

Through our heterogeneous system the public 
mind has seemingly lost the power to discrimi- 
nate between real things and the shadows or 
sigus of things. It is necessary disguises be 
puiled aside and that real facts appear. 

There is, in truth, only one real money— viz.: 
Metallie coin. It may be composed of gold or 
silver. it might be of something else, but it is 
not. Greenbacks. Treasury notes. and national 
bank notes are but promises to pay. In the 
natore of things they can be nothing more. 
They pass as money, they perform the functions 
of money, olten more conveniently than money 
itseif. ause of this cOnfusion comes and we 
are led astray. Seeing that the greenback ie ut- 
tered by the government; that it has by the legal 
tender quality imparted to it the power to pay 
debts, and that it circuiatas with all tLe power 
of money, discrimination ceases—we call it 
money—and the idea that 1 can create 
money by ite sanction or Hat becomes rooted io 
the mind. The distinctions just pointed out are 
however, fundamental distinctions. They should 
be taught in the schools. They are simple, easy 
to be understood even by a chid. 

We admit that on many occasions paper money 
whether geeenbacks, Treasury notes, or national 
bank notes, is more to desired than gold. 
Yet, more to be desired than either, as proven by 
the daily conduct of men, is a credit balance io 
a solvent bank. For, to secure this better farm 
of good, people voluntarily. give to the banker 
these promises to pay, yea, even gold itself. for a 
credit to an equal sum upon his books. With an 
entry upon their pass-book as evidence of the 
transaction, they claim to have money in the 
bank. In popular language, the claim is weil 
enough, but correctly speaking. it is positive un- 
true. They have costes with their money, if 
money they had; it belongs to the banker; it is 
no longer theirs. 

The consideration they have received is au 
agreement from the banker to meet their requisi- 
tions upon bim from time to time, If the banker 
is faithful to bis obligations they have made no 
bad bargain. for all these things, greenbacks, 
Treasury notes, national bank notes, and (to use 
the popular language) money in bank, are ia 
their nature and essence one-—-viz.: they are 
forms of credit. Their vaiue, each and all alike, 
lies in the ability of the owner to convert them 
at last into the only real form of money now ex- 
tant—metallic * ys And, to push the question a 
little farther, only value of the metallic coin 
lies, not in the coin as a coin, but in the power of 
the metal the coin contains to exchange for other 


ings. 

It should here be noted that whilé our silver 
dollar is real money its power to exchange for 
other things is more than doubled by another 
and artificial yalue imparted to it through the 
law which gives it power equal to the doliar in 
gold to pay customs dues, Having an equal value 
in this direction, and the quantity being iimited, 
it has equal value in all directions, but the dif- 
ference between the metallic value of the silver 
dollar and this arbitrary value lies in the reaim 
ofcredit. What I have so far said lies at the 
fonndation of the subject and must be first under- 
steod. 


Mediums of Exchange and Their Uses. 


We have now current in the United States 
available in the purchase and sale of commodi- 
ties, and for the payment of labor services, the 
foliowing agencies: 

First—Goid coin, silver coin— real money. 

Next—tireenbacks, Treasury notes. national 
bank notes, and bank checks. The last four to 
be classified together as forms of credit. Their 
respective legal rélationships to real money, 
however, are not alike. The national bank note 
and the bank check may both be satisfied by the 
tender of greenbacks or Treasury notes, while 
the iast two are redeemed only in coin, or in pay - 
ment of public dues. 

In passing it may.be well to note the relative 
use of these various agencies in the practical 
operations of commerce and trade. 
piace to determine this can be found than the 
counter of a bank, and the foliowi statement 
of the amount of each received by a bank in this 
city on a recent day will indicate their relativ 
importance in that direction :

In short, a contraction in gener- 
al credits wouidoecur. Under its influence prices 
would fall off until the foreign creditors would 
find it more advantageous take commodities 
than to take com. Thus the movement would 
tend to be self-curative. The strain of this 

rocess would, under ordinary conditions, be 
Habt. because it would be spread over the coun- 
try wherever banks of issue existed. 


Silver Certificates’ III Effect. 


Until now | have not referred to silver certifi- 
cates, wh ch form bear one-fifth of the circu- 
lating medium of exchange in the United States, 
nor is it necessary to say much. By their use a 
dangerous volume of inferior money has found 
an abnormal use. They are the most perpie 
feature in the much-invoived problem of our 
na tional finances. 

There is no reason why the government should 
act as warehousemen for either gold or silver. 
Such a funcuon is outside its proper .imit of ac- 
tion. But we are faced by the conditi and it 
is the bots noire” of the ury. @ enor. 
mous amount of $600,000,000 of silver, repre 
sented by $838,000,000 in silver certificates, 
added to the $150.000.000 purchased by the 
government under the Sherman act, constitutes a 
standing menace to every business interest. 

Our whoie monetary system is the resuitant of 
make-shift iegis.ation and unscientific compro- 
mises. It is time that retorm began. not 
assume to offer here final remedies. In my own 
opinion tne greenbicks should be permanently 
retired. The siiver purchased under the Sher- 
man act should be gradaaiy sold and the Treas- 
ury notes redeemed canceled... Some well- 
guarded system of bank note circulation. broader 
and more elastic than the present national bank 
act provides, shouid be inaugurated. Such bank 
notes should bs redeemable at a central piace 
and be redeemabie in guid only. 


Defects of the Present System, 


To sum up, the defects of our present curren 
eystem are: (1) A confusing heterogeneity whic 
needs simplification; (2) the greenback contro- 
verts the principle of paper money—viz.: that 
every note injectsd into the commerciai system 
should represent an existing commere al value; 
(8) the Treasury note.is a standing evidence of a 
foolish operation, the creation of a debt fur the 
purchase on a falling market of a commodity for 
which the purchaser bas no use; it lies open to 
the just charge of bei th idiotic and im- 
morai; (4) the sational note nearly con- 
forms to true principle of paper money, but 
the unreasonabie requirement for security par 
alyzes its efficiency and operates to destroy its 
elasticity; (5) tbe silver certificate encourages 
the use of si ver to a larger exient than consists 
with the safe preservation of that on a 
parity with gold. 

Would a national commission help to promote 
reform? There is reason to hope that it would 
be of great service in tion. Such a 
commission. if rightiy se.ected. would throw 
a flood of light upon these involved questions. 
The information it might gather would be of im- 
mense value to all our peopie, and would guide 
us to wise legislation. 

Emotion and sentiment are not safe guides in 
matters of science. A clear apprebension of true 
principles will lead to correct action, 


MR. HEPBUSN ON THE BALTIMORE PLAN. 


Discussion and Advocacy of a New Na- 
tional Curreney Law. 

A. B. Hepburn, ex-Controller of the Cur- 
rency, was the next speaker of the evening.

A. PF. Hepburn, President of the Third Na- 
tional Bank of New Tork, began by showing 
that 92 per cent of the business of the coun- 
try was transacted by means of credit de- 
vices. He continued in part as follows: 


We have in circulation $1,655,088,982 of cur- 
reucy that serves the remaining 8 per cent of 
business. This currency is created and regulated 
by the government and it is this to which 1 in- 
vite your attention. . 

The associate banks of the City of Baltimore 
recently formulated a enn plan which may 
be briefly summarized as follows: It proposed 
to amend the national bank act so as no longer 
to require bonds as security for circulation and 
allow banks to issue circulation ha. ype to 50 per 
cent of their paid-up unimpai capital. All 
the notes of failed banks to be redeemed 
government as under present law. 

A guarantee or safety fand, equal to 5 per cent 
of the outstanding circulation, to be accumu- 
lated and maintained by gradual taxation upon 
such circulation. From this fund the govern- 
ment isto redeem notes of failed banks, The 
government also retains a prior lien upon the 
assets of failed banks, ineclucimg stockholders’ 
liability, as now provided by law in order to re- 
plenish this safety fund and protect itself against 
possible loss. Practically the only change is to 
substitute a arantee fund for government 
bonds as security for circulation. 

It is a function of a government to provide its 
citizens witu a currency money. perience 
shows this function of government can best be ex- 
ercised conjo.ntly with private enterprise—the 
banks.

WHAT IT COSTS TO RUN RAILROADS. 


Many Important Queations as 
Ratironds Answered, 

Oma. Oct. 26.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
The advisabi.ity of government ownership of 
railroads is a topic much discussed at present by 
the people at large, many of whom feel they were 
very unjustly treated last year at the time of the 
Fair. The belief is current in farming commu- 
nities and often expressed in reform papers that 
the railroads could have given much cheaper 
fares and stiil have made a good tt ing out of 
it.” The belief also seems prevalent that the 
railroads could carry passengers at a uniform 
rate of a cent a mile and still make a reasonable 
profit. The controversy is waxing hot. The sab- 
ject of government ownership of tracks, as put 
forth in From Earth's Center,” still allowing 
private ownership of rolling stock and competi- 
tion in running trains, is also being discussed. I 
would like to hear the views of practical railroad 
men on this subject, Could the railroad busi- 
ness he successfully carried on if the tracks were 
like our higti 8, Common property for the use 
of the public? Ia that case those who chose 
could own and operate engines and cars, as they 
now own horses and carriages. Thie would 
necessitate double tracks everywhere to avoid 
accidents But even with double tracks’ would 
it be practicable? What is the actual cost of 
running a train, say, from Chicago to New York? 
How much coal does it take? What are the 
wages of engineer, conductor, fireman, etc.? 
What are the incidental expenses and what do 
they amount to? How much capital is invested 
in an engine and in the cars of each kind which 
goto mate up a train? Will some one who 
understands these matters please answer these 
questions through the columns of THz TR, 
and thus obiige a great many readers? The pub- 
lic needs more information on these subjects that 
it may decide the raiiroud question intalligently. 
The ls we have may be easier to bear 
of those it is possible to fly to. 

Haagerer E. Oncurt. 

As regards government ownership of rail- 
roads it is much doubted whether the public 
would fare better if railroads were owned and 
operated by the government than by private 
corporations. Politicians of influence would 
have the preference over experienced rail- 
road men in fiiling prominent positions and 
with each change of administration new men 
would probably take the places. With men 
in charge not thoroughly versed in railroad 
management accidents would be of frequent 
occurrence and the damage incurred would 
eat up all the profits. Ii the governnient 
should attempt to take freight or passengers 
at less than cost the people would have to 
be taxed to make good the deficiency. 
Thus the burdea to the generai pub 
lic might be far greater than is 
now suffered on account of unreasonable 
and unjust rates. To carry people at a uni- 
form rate of 1 cent a mite, the railroad offi- 
cials claim, wou:d be ruinous to their inter- 
ests. They claim that in the best populated 
portious oi the country it costs them cents 
per mile to carry a passenger and more in 
sparsely setti — Government 
ownership of tracks private owner- 
ship of roiling stock is declared to be utterly 
impracticable by railroad officials. When 
raiiroads were first built in this country track 
was owned by the State and roiling stock vy 
private parties, and after a short trial this 
plan was aband- ned. If the government 
owned the track and corporations or individ- 
uals the rolling stock the pubiic would be no 
better off than it is now.

TALKS ABOUT THE VAULT ROBBERY. 


Chicago Safety Deposit Manager Discusses 
the Omaha Affair, 

The story of the robbery of the safety de- 
posit vauits of the Omaha National Bank at 
Omaha, Neb., has caused quite a ripple of ex- 
citement among officials of similar concerns 
in this city. If any scheme has been discov- 
ered whereby the boxes in their vaults can be 
rifled and the trick remain undiscovered for 
several weeks they would like to know it. 
According to the story from Omaha the vaults 
were robbed of several thousand dollars som e 
weeks ago, and, although the police and ban k 
officials have worked night and day on the 
case, they have been unable to discover 
the slightest clew of the thief or thieves. This 
part of the story is deubted by the men of 
long experience in the business here. They 
claim such a thing is impossible under the 
systems of locks and rules employed and if a 
shortage exists it ought to be easily traced. 
They think from what they know of the 
Omaha ease that noone could have guined 
access to the vaulta except those who are 
familiar with the intricate working of the 
many devices used to protect the property of 
depositors.

Mury E. Holmes, 
the President of the association, entered the 
room, and explained it would be in no sense 
a suffrage meeting. The association merely 
wished to show its gooa will towards each of 
the three candidates and the pleasure the a3s80- 
ciation felt over the fact that the three women 
had been honored with political nominations. 
The gathering, she said, would be wholly non- 
partisan. Thea she anaounced the program 
and toast list as foliows:

But the fact of the 
flurry shows how far removed from holding 
the ordinary equul . suffrage ideas the women 
are. This is true of the Republican women as 
well as the Democratic leaders who are con- 
ducting the two campaigus. In their several 
meetings they have not talked women’s 
suffrage so much as they have the duty of 
women to interest themselves iu the franchise 
already granted. They are all afraid of the 
„omen in boots idea. 

Mrs. Mary E. Holmes will preside at the 
banquet, and it is expected each of the candi- 
dates will make a short speech in addition to 
the regular program. 


EVEN WOMEN GET SUSPECT NOTICES, 


The Present Campaign,’ 


At Democratic Headquarters, However, 
There Is No Report of Any. 

Information was received at the headquarters 
of the Woman’s Republican Campaign com- 
mittee yesterday that half a dozen suspect not- 
ices had been sent to women who registered 
in certain precincts of the Twenty-fifth Ward. 
One case was that of Miss Fannie Dusenburys, 
who sent word to Mrs, Asbury Abbot that she 
had received a notice yesterday morning. 
She said she was an American citizen, had 


‘lived in the precinct a year, and did not 


know why she should be suspected. At the 
time Miss Dusenbury’s complaint came in 
Mrs. Mary Chisholm, President of the 
Twenty-Fifth Ward Republican club, called 
and said she had heard of eight women 


‘who had received suspect notices. Each of 
these women, she said, was a resident and 


qualified to vote, These were the only com- 
plaints received. At Democratic headquar- 
ters there were no complaints. Mrs. Abbot 


and other Republican leaders did not know 
whether the notices were sent out for a joke 


or whether for the purpose of intimidating 
those who received them. “I suppose we 
ought to consider these a triflimg number of 
notices to be sent in comparison with the 
large registration. Ido not see it is bumor.- 
ous to send such notices and there is certainly 
little ground for seriousness. The women are 
not perjurers and they are not voting for can- 
didates for an office which affords emolument 
or patronage. There is none of the consider. 
ations which would prompt wrong-domg. 
The women did not. register for amusement 
or because they particularly wanted to. They 
were persuaded that they ought to.”

To Trace a French Murderer. 

New York detectives may soon have work to 
do in tracing a Frenchman who sailed from 
Havre about the middie of September by 
either the Champagne or the Persia. In Sep- 
tember the dead body of a Spanish priest, 
Father Segni, was found in a Soho lodging 
house here. It was supposed to be a case of 
suicide at the time, but the Argentine Lega- 
tion discovered the priest belonged to a very 
influential family in Buenos Ayres, and he 
had a letter of credit on his arrival in London 
for £400 ($2,000). 

Sept. 7 the letter was presented to the 
agents ofthe bank at Havre and the whole 
amount was paid. It is now known that the 
priest had been dead several days on that 
date, and the person presenting the 
letter is suspected of the murder. A French- 
man named Eugene was a companion of 
Father Segni both onthe ship and at the 
lodging-house. He disappeared just before 
the priest’s death. The British Consul at 
Havre is, by direction of the Home Office, in- 
quiring whether the person who presented the 
letter answers the description of Eugene. 
The circumstances of Father Segni’s death, 
however, strongly point to suicide.

The proprietors and managers of 
these alleged breeders and fosterers of im- 
morality are arrayed against the social 
purityites anda pretty fight is in prospect. 
The set headed by Mrs. Ormiston Chant pro- 
fess to be firmly convinced that legislation is 


the most potent factor in the success of their 


crusade. 

They believe legislation can abolish the evil 
or at least huntit out of visible existence, 
and so firmly is this notion rooted in their 
minds they scoff at any argument to the con- 
trary. Anexample of their opinion of the 
arguments made in the press and otherwise 
based upon the universality of the evil the 
purists are contending against and its co-ex- 
istence with society is shown in a remark 
made by Mrs. Chants in an interview today. 

„Wo have swept out one place,“ said she, 
and we will take the others later. It is the 
promenades that send women into the streets, 
not the streets that send women into the 
promenades. There the process of manufact- 
uring evil women ceases. It is through such 
institutions that there may be a possibility of 
clearing the streets. We cannot do this while 
rich libertines of the jeunesse doree are al- 
lowed, and, not only allowed, but invited to 
have full swing. 

Simply Wants Clean Entertainments, 

don't wish to interfere with the amuse- 
ments of the poor and leave those of the rich 
man to multipiy and become festering with- 
out check. Itisn’t fair. I delight, myself, 
in music, singing, and dancing, pretty scenery 
and nice dressing. All that I hope to do, or 
want to do, isto rid certain London music 
halls of the features of uncleanliness, which 
debar decent persons from attending and en- 
joying what of their entertainment is really 
good.

While the County Council was deliberating 
upon the subject of closing the promenade of 
the Empire Music Hall the well-known East 
End evangelist, the Rev.“ Peter Thompson, 
who has been for many years a conspicuous 
worker for the reclamation of fallen women, 
issued a circular which he caused to be dis- 
tributed among the members of the Council 
as well as spreading them broadcast. Mr. 
Thompson took practically the same ground 
as that upon which Mrs. Chantstands.

Executions for desertions were very common, 
as many as twenty being beheaded or shot in 
a day for running away. 

The troops are ill-supplied with food; indeed, 
many of them are marching away with 
nothing. Mrs. Bishop estimates many 
thousands of men were started to the 
seat of war with nothing at all in 
the way of eommissary supplies and with 
the expectation of seizing food en route as 
the only way to get it.

NORWEGIAN VOYAGES TO VINELAND, 


Deciphering of a Runic Inscription Proves 
It to Be an Account of One. 

Nordisk Tidende, a Norwegian newspaper, 
contains an account of an interesting archzo- 
logical find made in Norway in the shape of 
an ancient runstone with an inscription teil- 
ing of a Vineland journey. | 

Unfortunately the stone discovered has been 
lost or stolen. It was found at a farm named 
Hénen, in the district of Norderhoos, in 
Ringerike, and Maj. Kluver made a copy of 
the inscription in 1823. This inscription has 
now finally been solved, and at a meeting last 
month of the Norwegian Society of Science 
Prof. Sophus Bugge, the distinguished Nor- 
wegian archeologist, read a paper on the im- 
portant discovery. The inscription has 
proved to be an account in rhyme or an eulo- 
gy overa voyage from Vineland to Green- 
land, and eventually Norway. 

Judging from the inscription several women 
must have been among the company. The 
question now arises, Is this the same voyage 
described in the Icelandic tales? In the saga 
of Eric the Red an expedition under the lead- 
ership of Thorfin Karlsevne in 1003 is men- 
tioned. This expedition consisted of 140 
persons, with several women and of three 
vessels. In 1006 the expedition was divided 
in two parts. Theone that left Vineland on 
Bjarni Grimolfeson’s vessel had one woman 
among them. This vessel was shipwrecked 
ard only a few persons escaped, 

While not absolutely proved to be the same 
voyage as the inscription mentioned the date 
of the same is thought to be 1010-1020, and 
the inscription possesses additional interest as 
showing that the voyages from Norway to 
Vineland are a fact and being the oldest Runic 
inscription mentioning America. 


HAWAIIAN ORCHARDS ARE DEVASTED 


An Insect the Size of the Ladybug Cuts 
the Leaves from the Trees, 

San Franotsco, Cal., Oct. 27.—Advices 
from Honolulu say the orchards and fields of 
Hawaii are being devastated by an insect 
about the size of a ladybug. The natives be- 
lieve it to be an involuntary importation 
from Japan and so call it the Japanese bug. 
The insect attacks the leaves, eating all the 
soft parts and leaving the fiber untouched. 
Shrubs and trees quickly die under the rav- 
ages from myriads of the destructive in- 
sects, The bug mysteriously disappears d ur- 
ing theday, working only at night. The 
Hawaiians have so far been unable to procure 
an antidote for the pest.

Beri, Oct. 27.—At 9 o’ciock this evening 
it was announced that Prince Hohenlehe-

The Prince also accepted the Premiership of 
Prussia, and Herr von Koeller, Under-Secre- 
tary of the Interior for the Province of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, succeeeded Eulenburg as 
sian Minister of the Interior. : 

Much attention has been aroused by the 
honor which Emperor William paid to Prince 
Hoheniohe-Schillingsfurst and Herr von Koel- 
ler by going to Wilfi Park Station to meet 
them and giving them apartments in the 
new palace. The party arrived this mornmg 
from Strasburg. The Emperor was in wait- 
ing at the station and drove with Prinee Von 
Hohenlohe, in an open carriage, to the new 
palace. Herr von Koeller followed in a sec- 
ond carriage with Lieut.-Col; Von Mottke, 
the Emperor’s alde-de-camp. Upon arriving 
at tha palace the Emperor and Prince Von 
Hohentohe had a long conference, which 
ended with the Prince’s acceptance,

SPECULATION IN LONDON. 


Outflow of Gold to France Continues, but 
Kates Are Unchanged=Prices of Silver 
Harden Under Influence of Chinese 
Loan=How American Shares Fared— 
Wall Street Bulls Suffer setbacks from 
Industrials and Coal Stoch - Why the 
Pablic Fights Shy. 

[Copyright, 1894.) 

Lowpox, Oct. 27.—The outflow of gold to 
France is still in progress, but itis small. If 
it continues it may soon havea noticeable 
effect, but at present the ratesare unchanged. 
Arrangements for the Chinese loan have been 
nearly completed, As this loan is to be in 
silver prices in the silver market are harden- 
ing perceptibly. There wasan advance yes- 
terday and it continued today with the sellers 
holding off. 

During the week the stock markets were 
quiet under the latest political influences. 
Lord Rosebery’s speech on the European sit- 
uation reassured speculators, but another 
scare is quite likely to result from the dra- 


matic collapse of the German ministry, which 


was announced this morning. Trade in 
American securities was lifeless. Prices were 
governed steadily by cable advices to tne ef- 
fect the efforts of the Reading railway agents 
to secure support for the reorganization 
scheme were not meeting with much success. 

Atchison bonds received support from Am- 
sterdam. Atchison shares, however, went 
down with rather a heavy drop., Illinois Cen- 
tral declined less noticeably. In Erie, New 
York Central, Norfolk and Western, Louis- 
ville and Nashville, and Denver aud Rio 
Grande securities business was somewhat bet- 
ter. Wabash was steady, the. arrangement 
for the mortgage being considered satisfac- 
tory. Grand Trunk was flat, owing to gloomy 
reports, continued agitation concerning the 
administration of the road’s affairs, and the 
expectation of a stormy meeting. 

The entton market continues active. There 
is a strong request for the American product,

Manchester goods are quiet, as the buymg 
extends only to present wants, A strong re- 
vival of the demand is looked for, but the rise 
in prices is expected. 

Wheat was steadier and prices hardened on 
the week, But this brought out the Russian 
sellers. The only cargo off the coast at pres- 
ent is from La Pexta, Californian shipments 
of December wheat are being held for higher 
‘rates. Sir J..Lawes estimates the home wheat 
crop available for consumption at 8,000,000 
quarters and the foreign supply which will be 
required at 22,000,000 quarters. 

The smallness of the supplies of Central 
American coffee has caused a hardenimg of 
prices. East Inaia is easier. Rio coffee 
maintains the previous advance. 


BULLS SUFFER SERIOUS SETBACKS. 


Industrials and Coal Stocks Give Them 
Unpleasant Surprises. 

New Yors, Oct. 27.—[Special.}]—Bulls on 
the stock market have suffered serious set- 
backs this week. Some of the indastrials 
stocks and all of the coal stocks have given 
them unpleasant surprises. This was not ac- 
cording to the prophesies of the bears them- 
selves. Bedr speculators have been predicting 
all sorts of disaster, but their unhappy augur- 
les have been confined almost wholly to the 
dreadful thmgs which they have claimed 
were about to happen in the granger stocks, 
Asa matter of fact the grangers have been 
the only strong feature in the market this 
week, St. Paul was the especial reliance of 
the bears. Early in the week they had assur- 
ances the currentreport of earnings was go- 
ing to be badj and on this they peddled out 
lots of short stock. The earnings came, 
They were quite as bad as had been predict- 
ed. The stock was just a fraction above $60 
a share before the depressing earnings ar- 
rived, The next day and ever since it has 
been at 61 and above. 

Thie isa fair sample of the way the bear 
campaign in the granger stocks has been 
working. There were no excellent reasons for 
this anomalous situation. Every one of the 
Western stocks is oversold. In St. Paul, in 
Northwest, and in other conspicuous grangers 
the short interestis bigger than the supply of 
floating stock. There have been in fact good 
reasons this week for the suspicion the big 
bears in tlie market have been talking a good 
deal more then acting in the granger 
stocks. All their followers are short. 
Every little fellow has sold some 
Western stock that he does not own, counting 
on a coming break as sure to enable him to 
buy back ata profit. This break not coming 
is putting all the little bears of the street at a 
big disadvantage, for they have tied up all 
their capitul on the short side of stock in 
which apparently they have accomplished 
nothing except to rush in and relieve of bur- 
densome responsibilities the bigger men on 
the bear side. 


How the Coal Stocks Broke. 


The break in the coal stocks did nof come 
till just at the end of the week. Jersey Cen- 
tral has been the star performer on the down 
tack. It sold at 108 a day or two ago and 
closes today under par a point or two. Lacka- 
wanna dropped down three or four points al- 
most between sales today. Delaware and 
Hudson 1s similarly wabbly. About the mid- 
dle of the week we had a meeting of the big 
anthracite producing and carrymg com- 
panies, at which it was resolved officially

business, but the street soon began to take a 


very serious view of the incident, which 
finally has been pretty generally construed 
into a case of mere bunko. The anthracite 
sempanies have lifted all their prohibition as 
to the amount of output which the various 
companies can make, and outside of this 
puerile announcement of an advance in price 
have really left the market at the mercy of 
any and all producers who care to go in as 
they please. 

From present outlook all the higher priced 
coal stocks seem destined to much lower 
prices. There is less of a short interest in 
these stocks than in any other part of the 
market, though it is probably true Jersey 
Central has been rather heaviiy oversold dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours. 


Gould Stocks Freely Sold, 
. One of the fads in Wall street just now is 


appearing in a disposition upot the part of a 
speculative contingent in the Stock Exchange 
to sell the Gould stocks promiseuously and 


rather recklessly. Manhattan Elevated has 


been their favorite. Traders who were dull. 
ing Manhattan earnestly and assiduously 
when it was selling above 150 are now ham- 
mering away atit and predicting its further 
decline when its quofation is close to par. 
There is nothing newin this, however, as 
Wall street sentiment has the habit of going. 
Things are always worth a lot when they sell 
high and worthless when they get down. That 
is the way Wall street acts, as contradistin- 
guished from the way in which it is always 
taiking about making money by buying things 
when they are cheap and selling them when 
they are high.

It must be 
stated by candid observers, too, the manipu- 
lation is largely on the side of making the 
rates as high as possible and making the pros- 
pect of gold exports seem as certain as pas- 
sible. If the elections go as Wall 
street anticipates, overwhelming!y Repub- 
lican, it is probable exchange rates 
will all of a sudden lose their steep- 
ness, and the immediate prospect.of gold 
exportation will disappear. The biggest men 
in the street, though they are doing little in 
the market just now, are committed enthusi- 
astically to the idea Republican victories will 
be construed abroad as a setback to the na- 
tional administration, commercial and finan- 
cial imbecility, and investors on the other side 
of the ocean will construe such victory as the 
token that capital and labor both in America 
are from this time forward assured fair play. 
On this theory they claim the foreigners will 
come in as large buyers of American securi- 
ties. 

All this is subject to the tests of only a week 
hence. If from such a basis we cay get no 
rise it must be because the whole market is 
destined to go considerably lower. It is to be 
confessed that the pubtic is showing nowhere 
any intezest in Wall street’s doings. Broker- 
age offices are empty; commission 
houses are doing nothmg; transactions 
on the stock exchange are whdily pro- 
feasional, originating exclusively within 
the four walls of the Stock Exchange itself.

How Erie Telephone Is Listed. 

The Stock Exchange itself seems intent 
upon shortening its own days as much as pos- 
sible. Any sort of a fake scheme seems to 
be able to get official attention. There is 
practically only insanity in some of the recent 
performances of the exchange. Everything 
like responsibility to the public is igrored. 
Over in Boston they have a corporation they 
call the Erie Telephone company. It has no 
property of its oon. It operates some tele- 
phone companies out West and down South, 
in the Vakotas and in Texas. These sub- 
companies are controlled by the Erie com- 
pany through ownmg a majority of their 
stock. These sub-companies’ stocks are sup- 
posed to be in the Erie company’s treasury. 
They have been appraised by the Erie com- 
pany at over 85,000, 000. 

But the sub-companies keep on issuing new 
stocks and the Erie company hasto keep on 
taking its proportion of the new stocks in 
order to maintain its control, A result of 
this is a little while ago the Erie company had 
to raise $300,000. It had a large block of 
its own stock in its own treasury, but it could 
not sell it. It had to go to the money lenders 
over at Boston and borrow $300,000. The 
only terms on which it could get this money 
was by bypothecating four-fifths of the sub- 
companies’ stocks which it owned—its only 
property. A little later along came another 
necessity and the other fifth has had to be 
hocked. With this pleasing situation at hand 
it seems to have occurred to the financiers in 
charge of the property that its stock ought to 
be listed on the New York Stock Exchange. 
They came over here and they made an offi- 
cial statement. With a little elaboration they 
made precisely this statement which I have 
presented—$5,000,000 of stock issued 
against property on four-fifths of which only 
$300,000 could be raised. The New York 
Stock Exchange listed the stuff. Is it very 
strange the public fights shy of Wall street?

Hauen, Oct. 27.—The Senate today pub- 
lished a decree prohibiting the importation of 
American live cattle and fresh beef on the 
ground that two cargoes which have just ar- 
ri contained several animals suffering 
from Texas fever. Consignments which are 
proved to have left America by Oct. 27 are 
exempted from these provisions, but the 
animais imported must te killed at the abat- 
toir here immediately after they are landed. 


Berti, Oct. 27.—On receipt of the news of 


the prohibition by the Hamburg and Lubeck 
Senates of the entry of American cattle and 
fresh heef at those ports the Associated Press 
correspondent made inquiries at the Ameri- 
can Embassy and the German Foreign Office 
respecting the political aspect of the prohibi- 
tion and was assured both at the latter bureau 
and by Ambassador Runyon himself that the 
measure was in nowise intended to bea re- 
taliatory one and was adopted only as a sani- 
tary precaution. At the Foreign Office the 
Associated Press correspondent was told re- 
taliation against the American sugar tariff 
be resorted to only asa last expedi- 
ent. 


VIGOROUS PROTEST LIKELY TO BE MADE. 


Washington Government te Object to the 
Oattle Prohibition Order. 

Wasuixneror, D. C., Oct. 27.—The action 
of the Ger:nan Government in prohibiting the 
importation of cattle and fresh beef was not 
entirely unexpected by the Agricultural De- 
partment, although the officials had hoped up 
to the last moment the Germans would prove 
open to reason. The matter willi not al- 
lowed to rest where it cow stands, but 
the government will cause a thorough in- 
vestigation to te made of the cases 
of the alleged Texas fever on which the Ger- 
man Government has seen fit to act in sucha 
summary fashion. No doubt is felt here 
these alleged cases wili turn out to be found 
ed on a mistaken diagnosis, for if there is any 
cattle diseasé that the German veterinarians 
know little or nothing about that disease is 
Texas fever, a purely climatic, non-infectious 
fever peculiar to America. That is the opin- 
lon of the Agricultural Department experts 
who have studied the disease for years, and 
are aware of the state ol knowledge on the 
subject in Europe. 

[If the departmental examination, as ex- 
pected, resu ts in disproving the existence of 
the cases complained of, our government will 
enter an exceeding!y v gorous protest against 
the action of Germany and seek to make it 
clear the reason assigned for the destruction 
of our meat trade is disingenuously stated, 
which fact is not expected to influence Con- 
gress very favorably toward the rectitication 
of the sugar schedules of the tariff act sought 
so urgentiy by the German Government, 

Today the following telegram was sent to 
the Secretary of State: 

Department of Agricul ture—Referri to your 
communication in regard to the prohibition of 
Americao cattie and fresh beef by Germany 
please represent to the American Ambassador 
that the Texas fever is not communicated by dis- 
eased cattie, so that. even if the reported discov- 
ery of this disease be correct there is no danger 
to German cattie. Also the meat of cattie atfect- 
ed by this disease has never been shown to 
dangerous to the consumer. This government 
inspects all meat exports, and certifies that the 
cattie were free from disease when slaughtered. 
A vigorous protest should, therefore, be entered 
against the proposed action. 

CnuarLes W. DABNEY, 
Acting Secretary of Agriculture. 

This telegram States the position of the 
Agricultural Department in a nut-shell, and 
the points made as to the non- communicative 
character of the disease and the harmless 
character of the ‘neat from cattle suffering 
from the fever are sustained by a great mass 
of uncontradicted expert testimony. 

It is said at the department to be extreme'y 
improbable that auy diseased cattle could 
have been shipped for the reason that all ex- 
portations are absolutely prohivited from the 
zone in the southern section of the United 
States, where the disease appears, and the 
rigid inspection system would preveat any 
such cattle from reaching New York or the 
Eastern ports. 

It is admitted to be within the bounds of 
possibility that some cattle cars with soil and 
water from Texas might have gotten into the 
Northwest and thus caused one or two cases 
of fever, but this is said to be very improb- 
able. ö 


WILL NOT AFFECT CHICAGO MARKET. 


Germany’s Order Apparentiy Does Not 
Trouble Loc«l Packers, 

P. D. Armour Jr. of Armour & Co. said the 
order excluding American cattle. and fresh 
meat from Germany would not affect the 
business of the firm, as it did not export meat 
in that form. 

G. F. Swift, President of the packing firm 
of G. F. Swift & Co., said: The embargo 
will not cause much alarm to Chicago pack- 
ers, though we want all the markets we can 
get. Very little live beef is shipped to Ger- 
many by local packing imterests,”’ 

Ira Morris, son of Nelson Morris, said: 
The German market cuts very little figure 
in Chicago as far as live beef is concerned. 
Most of the shipments to that country from 
this point are in the shape of dressed beef and 
pork. I do not think the embargo will cause 
end special feeling of alarm or, annoyance

The location of the proposed memorial build- 
ing ig therefore practically settled. Mrs. 
Caroline E. Haskell of Chicago, by whose gen- 
erous donation the Oriental Museum has been 
made possible, has subscribed $10,000 
toward the memorial building on condition 
that it be located on the university quadran- 
gle.

James Whitcomb Riley made Jap Miller 
famous in his ‘* Rhymes of Childhood long 
before the Democrats had the temerity to run 
him for office. 

Riley spent one season roaming over the 
hills and through the dales along Indian Creek, 
and between times drinking the mineral water 
from Eb. Henderson’s well at Martinsville. 
Jap Miller stopped him one day on the street 
to borrowa chaw o' tobacker and by way of 
pay told the Hoosier poet a broad-gauge 
country story. From that day Jim Riley and 
77 Miller “ wuz com' ard. Wherever Jap 
Miller took a notion to make his little throne, 
be it a goods-box in front of a store or at the 
druggist’s corner, there a crowd quickly ga th- 
ered to hear him spin his yarns.

Coy has made enough money out of hogs to 
be the head of a bank at Rensseleer, but he 
lets his boys run the bank. Recently he hired 
a “ choir,” bought a patent-medicine man’s 
wagon, and started out to stir ep things in 
Jasper County. McCoy is said to be one of 
the most profane men who ever drew breath, 
and the many stories that have been told on 
him have made his name a ‘“* cuss word al- 
mostin pretty nearly every county in the 
Tenth District from Lake to Cass. His orig- 
inal way of holding a campaign: meeting with 
his ** choir”? makes him a greater drawing 
card than Sam Jones at a religious revival. 
He will drive into a country town and pull 
up opposite the public square. The choir 
will sing until the crowd gathers, and then 
McCoy will stand up and begin as follows: 

Friends, Brethren, and Fellow-Republicans: 
You know that under Ben Harrison's administra- 
tion times was good, and you know under Grover 
Cleveland’s administration times is harder than 
h—. If you don't want to have to be makin’ 
soup this winter out of your undersbirts you bet. 
ter vote the Republican ticket. The choir will 
now sing while collect more thoughts. 

After the choir has given the crowd a song 
McCoy rises and continues: 

You know the factories at Hammond are shut 
down. They hain't runnin’ at Kokomo, nor Lo- 
gansport, nor Peru. When the men can't work 
they can't get money to buy meat, and when the 
people can't buy meat how in the h—— can Ibu; 
your hogs, and sheep, and cattle? The choir will 
sing while I collect more thoughts. 

McCoy will go on this way for thirty min- 
utes and then drive to the next town. The 
other day a man in the audience interrupted 
McCoy and inquired whether he might ask 
him a question, and McCoy replied: “ You 
can ask all you dn please, but first tell me, 
are you a Republican?“ 

„No,“ said the man. 

„ Are you a Democrat? 

** No, I'm pot.“ 

„Then what in the h— are you? 

I'm a Populist,“ said the stranger. 

„% You’re a d—n fool, yelled McCoy. The 
choir will sing.“ 

A Populist orator in White County chal- 
lenged McCoy to a joint debate and McCoy 
couldn't accept it too quick. He hired a spe- 
cial train, loaded it with 300 of his Jasper 
County friends, got all the bands in the coun- 
ty, and went forth to meet the Populist. The 
speaking was at a little village, and McCoy’s 
friends greatly outnumbered the enemy. Mc- 
Coy spoke first, talking an hour and a half. 
When it came time for the Populist, McCoy’s 
{friends set up a great shout, and accom- 
panied by their bands marched back to the 
special train and rode home with another 
feather in the hat of Mr. McCoy. 


WISCONSIN HAS SEVERAL GEMS, 


Dr. Powell, the White Beaver, and Mark 
Barnum Are Making Things Lively. 
Mruwauxes, Wis., Oct. 25.—([Special Cor- 
respondence, |—With the passing of the gen- 
eration of war time politicians most of the ec- 
centric characters in Wisconsin politics 


“shuffied off this morta! coil.“ Gen. Ed- 
ward S. Bragg, Gabe Bouck, and a few gthers 
are left, but with all their eccentricities and 
strong Democratic proclivities these men 
have the good sense not to appear on the 
stump in this year of Democratic doom. 
Their absence, however, has not entirely 
freed the political arena in this State of odd 
characters. 

D. Frank Powell, the candidate of the Pop- 
ulist party for Governor, is a unique charac- 
ter who, by his eccentricities, has attracted to 
himself a clientéle of loyal followere who 
swear by him through thick and thin. He is 
one of those peculiar eharacters of the Buffalo 
Bill type who have led reckless lives on the 
frontier during the palmy days of the wild 
West, and still retain the long hair habit. 

Dr. D. Frank Powell is a vate of a 
Louisville medical college. e was born in 
1847. When very young he entered the army 
and served as a 6 non the plains, where 
he picked up with Buffalo Bill, Wild Bill, and 
a number other of the government scouts, 

Dr. Powell was not behind any of them 
he has been the central figure in many an 
Indian romance. Tiring of the plains he ro- 
turned to civilization about seventeen years 
ago and settled at La Crosse, The wild fever 
came on him again in a short time and he 
went to live among the Winne Indians. 
They adopted him into the tri and re- 
christened him White Beaver, by which 
name he is known throughout Wisconsin. 
After a sojourn among the Indians he again 
took up his residence at La Crosse and be- 
gan practicing medicine there. By many he 
was thought to be a chariatan and was 
called an Indian doctor, but Dr. Powell 
practiced medicine in the same way as any 
other doctor and is said to bean excellent 
surgeon. 

Powell’s peculiarity is ostentatious gener- 
osity. While Mayor of La Crosse the people 
on one occasion decided that they would not 
have a Fourth of July celebration. This did 
not please White Beaver, so he invited all 
the children in the city toa picnic on Inde. 
pendence day. Over 5,000. children of all 
ages and sizes cameand he supplied them 
all with candies, ice cream, cakes, and fire- 
works of all rr paying for the 
patriotic smoke out of his own pocket. 

Up in the. Ninth Congressional District 
Mark Barnum is on the stump for the Repub- 
licans, and he is making an especial effort to 
get out the vote of every lumberman in the 
district for his friend Alex. Stewart; wherever 
he goes the people turn out with a brass band 
to meet him and they cheer themselves hoarse 
for the white-haired, white-bearded, eccentric 
man, who for seventeen years edited a fire- 
brand newspaper at Wausau called the Torch 
of Liberty. For over — ears be has been 
a marked character arou ausau. In early 
life he was a lumberman, and he won the 
reputation of being the best rough and tumble 
fighter in Northern Wisconsin. After 
the war he studied law and opened 
an office in Wausau, but the law 
did not suit him and he purchased the Torch 
of Liberty, which he edited for seventeen 
years. His rough, sturdy, honest, but oft- 
times uncouth individuality was stamped on 
every line of it. Noone was sure of what it 
would say. It was the champion of the op- 
pressed, and it fought whatever course it took 
up with a bitterness and determination such 
as marked no other paper in Wisconsin. It 
was this loyalty to the down-trodden that 
compelled Mark Barnum to give up the paper 
a few monthe ago, having espous the 
cause of the celebrated Rose Zoldoske, who 
was convicted of the murder of Ellen Maly. 
In defending Miss Zoldoske Mr. Barnum, 
who believes she has been persecuted, pub- 
lished an article libeling the murdered girl, 
and her friends sued him for $50,000, but 
thus far he has stood pat. 

Mark Barnum is one of the best off-hand 
speakers in the country, but you cannot al- 
ways be sure of him. He offended the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin in one campaign by declar- 
ing God is not registered and can’t vote at 
this election. He is now 55 years of age. He 
has snow white hair, a long, flowing white 
beard, and a venerable appearance that is not 
at all in keeping with the fire of his ora- 
tory, which has the ri of a man of 
25. In his campaign he is accompa- 
nied by B. W. Pulling, a topical song- 
writer, who has a new song for every 
camp. The pair are going through the Ninth 
‘District now and are attracting more atten- 
tion than other speakers have in that section 
of the State. The way Barnum reaches the 
people was illustrated at Antigo a few 
nights ago. He was billed to speak at a 
hall. When he reached the hall he 
found there was no fire, so he went at once 
and hired the opera-house, paid for it himself, 
sent word out he had done so, and the news 
spread so rapidly that Mark Barnum would 
not bring the people to a cold hall that the 
opera-house could not hold the crowd. 

Charley Pettibone of Dodge County, Rob- 
ert Schilling of Milwaukee, and George 
Munro, Populist candidate for Congress in 
the Tenth District, are peculiar characters in 
a way, but the generation of eccentrics in this 
State is rapidly passing away. 


“IG” DONNELLY AND ADAM BEDE, 


That Is Minnesota’s Contribution to the 
Menagerie of Campaign Freaks. 

Sr. Paul, Mian., Oct. 24.— [Special Corre- 
spondence, |—Minnesota is the possessor of 
two eccentric stump speakers equally odd 
but not equally famous. 

One is Ignatius Donnelly, whose notoriety 
is of wide scope and long standing. The other 
is J. Adam Bede, whose reputation has only 
of late become Statewide. 

As the author of The Great Cryptogram,”’ 
“*OCmsar’s Column,” and other works. as the 
father of the Farmers’ Alliance and Populist 
party of Minnesota, and as a political Proteus 
capable of changing with every tide, the 
name of Donnelly has long been known 
everywhere. He is in many respects 
the most wonderful and successful cam- 
paign orator west of the Mississippi. 
All is grist that comes to his mill. He is 
never caught napping. He may sometimes 
be tripped up, but he al ways lands on his feet. 
His resources are seemingly exhaustless, his 
wit the keenest, his satire the most biting, his 
rhetorical flights the highest of wing, his 
theories as smooth as his cherubic face and 
chubby hands. He is always ready for an 
oratorical Joust and he is always happy except 
when, as some enemy might say, he discovers 
that through some unavoidable accident he 
has told the truth. 

Only once did Donnelly ever meet his 
match in a verbal set-to. He found him in 
the person of the late Sam Beaman ot 
Winona, a little vinegary, ill-favored hunch- 
back, who at one time served in the State 
Senate with Donnelly. Beaman was not only 
a match for Ignatius, but a little too much 
for him. He was just as keen and ready, and 
his rapier of debate was a little longer and a 
little sharper than nnelly’s, 

Beaman is dead and gone and Minnesota 
now sat he Dameal tn the use of billi 
gate ta the of Nininger.“ as Donnell 
is called. During the pending campaign — 
has not spoken so frequently as usual, spend.

tion was promptly aczepted. It is hinted, 
however, that he will continue to discharge 
the duties of the office for some time and that 
he will be A N Bede has been a 
very capable official, and no Federal _ func- 
tionary in the State did more than he to sub- 
due the disturbance growing out of the Debs 
strike last summer. 

Bede isa little man, but may be called 
large for his size. Asa speaker he is Spark 
ling and humorous in the highest degree and 
is apparently one of those who believe a joke 
will go farther than logic. He first became 
noted two years ago through a nominating 
speech which he made at a Democratic State 
convention. Since then he has been in fre- 
quent demand as an orator on social as well 
as political occasions, and rumor credits him 
with designs on the lecture platform. Every 
one likes Bede. 8

The Sage of Buxton, as he has been styled, 
first leaped into fame through a humorous 
lecture he was wont to deliver, It was en- 


titled Roots and Other Things,” which in | 


substance was as curious as ite title, Reeve 
also wrote humorous articles occasionally for 
papers. He has figured in the politics of the 
State as a Democrat, though one of his ec- 
centricities was alwaye to oppose. the 
will of the leaders and the policy of 
his party. At the Democratic convention 
which met in August a delegate jokingly pro- 
posed the name of Reeve as Congressional 
nominee. The nomination was received with 
laughter and to carry out the spirit of the af- 
fair the convention proceeded to give the sage 
a handsome complimentary vote. There was 
great consternation when the vote was counted 
and it was found Reeve had been made the 
nominee of his party. The action was im- 
mediately rescinded, but Budd. had become 
fired with ambition and refused to be aowned, 
He became a candidate for Congress by 22 
tion and opened the campaign as an Anti- 
Fusion Democratic Nominee.”’ 

Since the commencement of his campaign 
Budd’s eccentricities have constantly evolved 
some startingly unique features. 0 is tour- 
ing the State on horseback, and at every town 
is received with the boom of cannon and 
the music of bands. His horse, whichis a mag 
nificentanimal, was presented to him by ad- 
miring citizens of Valley City. Itis shod with 
shoes of solid silver presented by the people 
of Buxton. Its trappi are rich, and are 
presents from admirers in other quarters, 

Budd travels the country 2 in a huge 
American flag. On his shoulder perches a 
tame American eagie almost as large as the 
sage himself. Accompanying him is a 
Scotch collie dog. This animal acts as 
master of ceremonies at the rallies, intro- 
ducing hie master by a series of howls, which 
Budd interprets to the audience ae remarks 
reproaching his party for wandering off after 
strange gods—fusing with Populists. 

As the sage’s speech nears its close the, 
canine, ata secret signal from the speaker, 
advances to him and with a whine announces 
that it is time to cease talking. In the parades 
which occur at the towns Reeve visits the dog 
trots at the head of the procession. He is 
covered with a blanket on which is inscribed: 
“This dog is no politician, but he knows 
better than to fuse with an animal antagon- 
istic to his nature. 

The burden of Budd’s campaign argument 
is tirade against the Democratic party for 
fusing with Populists. On the streets of 
every city in the Statecan be seen immense 
posters, advertising as “ lost, more or 
stolen, the Democratic party in North Dakota 
When last seen was in the act of fusing with 
a callow Populist youth.“ Budd then offers 
large rewards for return of the erring one. 

Reeve is almost a dwarf. He is one of the 
bonanza farmers of the Red River Valley and 
has grown rich in tilling the soil. In spite of 
an eccentric nature, whieh is constantly gain- 
ing him new notoriety, he is of an 
abundance of common sense and among the 
people is regarded almost asa god. Hore is 
the text of Budd’s poster: 


LOST, STRAYED, OR STOLEN. 

An old party, over 100 years old;the last seen 
of it it had a collar on labeled Democracy, and 
was being led by a Datchman and a bareheaded 
American, followed by a number of suspicious 
and hungry-look opulists. The Dutchman

AWAY OUT IN CARSON, NEVADA. 


Dr. Robert M. Beatty Is a Favorite for His 
Ready and Curious Humor. 

Carson, Nev., Oct. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—Judge Robert M. Beatty, the 
nominee of the silver party of Nevada for the 
office of Attorney-General, is probably the 
most eccentric and notorious orator on the 
stump in Nevada during the present cam- 
paign. He is not eccentric asa man among 
men, but has a peculiar style of speech that 
is entirely hisown. Mr. Beatty isa man over 
50 and of more than ordinary intellect and 
attainments. He is rugged and healthy, was 
used to hardships and roughness of Western 
life in early days, and during his varied career 
the bitter and the sweet have been mixed to- 
gether indiscriminately.

Lawrence, Kas., Oct. 26.—[Special Gorre- 
spondence, |—It is an old saying and a true

There is practically no 
city government for city purposes at this 
time. The Mayor has become the boss of a 
Federal election contest. The men who hold 
office under him and who are supposed to 
Stay at the City Hall and attend to the wants 
of citizens who call there are off working for 
Mae Veagh. The inspectors have ceased to 
inspect and are doing election work, most of 
it disreputable, for MacVeagh. 

If the President of a railroad or of any cor- 
poration were to do what Hopkins is doing 
his stockholders would lose no time, but would 
cast him out forthwith. They would not per- 
mit their interests to be injured by such gross 
maladministration. Chicago is but a corpora- 
tion of which the voters are the stockholders. 
That corporation is created for certain pur- 
poses which have nothing to do with State or 
Federal elections. It was not created to 
choose Senators or State Treasurers. It was 
created to protect property against fire and 
thieves, to make and maintain good streets, 
to light and to clean them, to furnish good 
water, to provide sufficient sewerage, to look 
after the health of the people, to prevent epi- 
demics, to see that buildings are not erected 
in such a way as to be unsafe. This city in 
short was incorporated for the benefit of all 
its citizens and not of would-be Senator Mac- 
Veagh and of Boss Hopkins. 

Most of the things which the city govern- 
ment ought to do are not being done at all. 
Those which are being done are done badly 
and extravagantly. The city government has 
deserted the citizens and has gone over beg 
and baggage to MacVeagh. The 12,000 tax- 
and therefore 
about twelve millions of municipal revenue 
are being expended for him. The people are 
left utterly in the lurch. They have no police 
force, for the policemen .are walking beats 
for MacVeagh. They have no City Hall em- 


| ployés, for they are drumming up votes for 


MacVeagh. There are only a few care-takers 
left at the City Hall. They have no building 
ot sanitary inspectors, for they are inspecting 
the lodging-houses for MacVeagh. The en- 
tire machinery of municipal government has 
been placed at the disposal of MacVeagh. 

Are the respectable stockholders going to 
stand this? Do hot they want their govern- 
ment set to running again? Do not they 
want to get back their police and their other 
employés? If so there is but one way to get 
them. That is, repudiate Hopkinsism at next 
week’s election and then repudiate it again 
next April. The Legislature must passa law 
declaring that the machinery of city govern- 
ment was not organized to run Federal elec- 
tions, and that any Mayor who perverts and 
prostitutes it thus shall be punished criminal- 
ly. Then im April the unclean birds that have 
nested in the City Hall must be driven from 
itand men put there who understand that 
their duty is to the city which pays them and 
has a right to their services, and not to a mill- 
lotaire mugwump who thinks he ie a states- 
man because he is a free trader, who believes 
he is a reformer because he has a fad, and 
who wants to be sent to the Senate to take up 
and complete the tariff work of Calhoun. 


FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 

The elose of the present year will mark the 
lapse of two centuries since the emancipation 
of the press in England, an act which Macau- 
lay declared has done more for liberty and 
for civilization than the Great Charter and the 
Bill of Riguts,“ though it attracted little at- 
tention at the time. The fetters were taken 
off during the Christmas holidays, but owing 
to the subsequent reformation of the calendar 
the two hundred years will net have expired 
| bé@fore the second week in January. 

The press was placed under a rigid censor- 
ship in England and throughout the continent 
| of Europe soon after the invention of print- 
ing in the fifteenth century. After the refor- 
mation in England this censorship passed to 
the crown, which appointed a licenser, with- 
out Whose permission no writmgs could be 
published lawfully. and the printing of un- 
licensed works was severely punish@d. Under 
Elizabeth all printing was prohibited except 
that done in London, Oxford, or Cambridge, 
and nothing was allowed to be published even 
there unless it first had been approved by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury or the Bishop of 
London, except what was done by the Queen’s 
printer or by law printers authorized by 
the Chief Justices. Mutilation or death 
was the punishment for any one 
who dared to print matter which 
the Judges might choose to construe as sedi- 
tious or slanderous of the government: in 
Church or State. The Star Chamber of the 
next two reigns was very severe on the print- 
ers, and provided for the seizure of books as 
well as the arrest of authors, printers, and 
others concerned. It was these oppressive 
proceedings that called forth the “‘ Areopa- 
gitica,”’ in which Milton nobly pleaded for 
“the liberty to know, to utter, and to argue 
freely accosding to eme 8 above all 
(other) liberties.” 

The Star Chamber was abolished in 1640- 
41. but after the Restoration the entire con- 
trol af printing was placed in the hands of 
the government by the licensing act of 1662. 
Under that the authors and printers of obnox- 
jous works were hanged, quartered, muti- 
lated, pilloried, or fined and imprisoned 
at the pleasure of the Judges, and the 
works were burned by the common 
hangman. After it had temporarily expired 
in 1679 the Judges declared it to be criminal 
to publish anything concerning the govern- 
ment without the royal license and all news- 
papers were stopped in consequence except 
two government publications. In 1685 the 
licensing act was renewed for seven years 
and again in 1692 for ome year and till the 


end of the followmg gession of Parliament.

Newspapers multiplied rapidly when freed 
from the censorship, and many of them were 
so “ free” in their utterances that the revival 
of the licensing act was i in the reign 
of Anne. This was deemed impracticable 
and the stamp duty on newspapers and adver- 
tisements was adopted instead, with the 


was relinquished in 1853, and the stamp duty 
on newspapers was abolished in 1855. Then 
the abolition of thé duty on paper in 1861 re- 
moved another obstacle to the publication of 
newspapers cheap enough to be bought and 
read by the masses. 

The law of libel was vigorously enforced till 


the accession of the First George, and this 


powerfully repressed political discussion. 
Then it was relaxed, and the subsequent lib- 
erty of utterance resulted in the celebrated 
trials of 178868. The prosecution following 
the publication of Junius’ Letter to the 
King” in December, 1769, drew widespread 
attention to the severe interpretation of the 
law of libel which unjustifiably continued 
since the expiration of the licensing act. In 
1792 Mr. Fox’s “Libel Act’’ declared the 
right of a jury to givea general verdict of 
guilty or not guilty on the whole matter in 
cases of trial for libel. The French Revolu- 
tion caused a severe reaction, under 
which there were numerous  prosecu- 
tions and punishments for publishing 
and speaking “ seditious” matter, and the 
regulation of newspapers frequently occupied 
the attention of the Legislature. With the 
passag of the reform act in 1832 the free- 
dom of the press may be regarded as com- 
pletely established, and State prosecution for 
libel now is as muell a thing of the past as is 
the censorship that was abolished two cent- 
uries ago. Since 1843 the defendant in a 
suit for defamatory libel is allowed to plead 
its truth and that its publication was for the 
public benefit. It goes without saying that 
the freedom of the press is no less an accom- 
plished faet in the United States than in En- 
gland, but it was in that country most of the 
battles were fought by which such freedom 
was secured. 


THE CONTROLLER'S “ PRECEDENTS.” 

Controller Ackerman endeavors to defend 
the recent unlawful borrowing of $600,000 
by precedents of other administrations. That 
is useless because an illegal precedent is no 
justification. Furthermore some of the in- 
stances of borrowmg in other years to which 
he appeals are not applicable at this time. 
Thus, the Controller says, that in 1872 nearly 
half a million was borrowed and interest- bear- 
ing certificates of indebtedness were issued. 
He says also that there was borrowing in 1874 
and in 1876. 

The Controller may have forgotten that 
there wasa fire heré in October, 1871, which 
deranged in many ways the finances of the 
city. It burned up a great weal of municipal 
property which had to be replaced immediate- 
ly. It also burned up a good share of the 
city’s expected revenue, for the owners of 
property which had been consumed were re- 
lieved by law from the payment of the taxes 
thereon. Under these circumstances borrow- 
ing became absolutely necessary. The con- 
ditions of 1872 do not exist today and there- 
fore what was done then cannot be pleaded 
in extenuation of illegal acts now. 

Furthermore Chicago used to have an 
assessment and collection bureau of its own. 
The city made its own valuation and collected 
its own taxes and had its own tax sales. The 
Council and the tax-eaters wanted to hang on 
to that old separate system under the new 
Constitution even after the passage of the 
revenue law of March, 1872, which provided 
for one assessment arid collection. 
earnest wish of the head of the city gov- 
ernment in 1872 to abandon it, even 
though many lawyers claimed that it was 
legal. The interésts arrayed on the side of 
the old way of doing business were too power- 
ful to be overcome and the taxes of 1872 and 
1873 were levied after the old fashion. Many 
people fought them. The question was car- 
ried to the Supreme Court. It decided that 
there must be but one assessment, one Col- 
lector, and one tax sale, and that the levies of 
1872 and 1878 were illegal. Subsequent de- 
cisions by the same tribunal settled how and 
to what extent the city could borrow in antici- 
pation of revenues. 

Pravision was made ultimately by the Leg- 
islature for the collection of the amounts 
which had not been paid on these illegal tax 
levies, and under Heath the city’s finances 
were finally straightened out. The munici- 
pal authorities had learned by that time just 
what was lawful and what was not. There 
has been no excuse since then for any of them 
going astray. 

Therefore, the Controller might as well 
cease trying to fortify himself by precedents, 
and stick tothe law. That does not permit 
the city to make loans in the manner in which 
they were made the other day, and that is all 
there is of it. 


THE WOMEN’S CAMPAIGN IN COLORADO. 

The women of Colorado this year will have 
the privilege of voting for State candidates. 
No pent-up Utied contracts their electoral 
privileges like that which weighs upon the 
women of Illinois. They are in the campaign 
with the men for everything except Congress- 
men, and that they are in it is very much in 
evidencé, Colorado has never before known 
such a campaign—so aggressive, so wide- 
awake, so ‘hustling, or so picturesque. It is 
perhaps a forerunner of what may come when 
lovely woman gets the ballot ail over the 
country. 

From all reports the men of Colorado are 
very much at home looking after babies, su- 
perintending dinners, and cleaning house. If 
this be not the case then domesticity must be 
going to rack and ruin, as the women are de- 
voting their days to house to house canvassing 
and shop and street discussions and their 
nights to speeches and meetings. The Colo- 
rado women have put their whole minds on 
this election and they are filling the atmos- 
phere with canards, roorbacks, and political 
gossip of the most diversified sort. Without 
seeming to de invidious it must be conceded 
that they outdo the men in charges and 
countercharges touched up with gorgeous 
hues of fancy and exuberant invention. 
They outdo them also in industry. They 
have thrown aside every consideration 
of conventionality and placed themselves on 
terms of equality with everything and every- 
body. Thus it is that women heretofore low 
down in the social scale find themselves hob- 
nobbing with women high up in the same 
seale. In Denver, for instance, the ladies on 
the hill recognize their hum bler sisters on the 
plain. They meet together, talk together, 
put heads together, and plan together, and 
the latter for the first time perhaps in their 
lives get a chance at the salad and ice-cream. 

It is also noticeable that the women are up 
to little dodges to capture voters among their 
own as well as among the opposite sex. One 
account says: The promise of social atten- 
tions and freedom to call upon Mrs. Bonanza 
and Mrs. Silver King is offered to those 
women who will come out and assist in the 
work of redemption.”’

for congratulation, for nine-tenths of the Col- 
orado women are Republicans, and they are 
making it so tively for Bloody Bridlee Waite 
that the old humbug is beside himself with 
apprehension. He despises this thing of 


female voting, and weil he may, for if he is 


beateh, as there is now every reason to be- 
lieve he will be, he can charge it to these Re- 
publican women who shamed the men by the 
aggressiveness, push, and get-there of their 
campaign. To this extent the work of the 
Colorado women calls for applause. To what 
extent, héwever, it will go in smashing the 
pleasant conventionalities and little amenities 
and in pulling women off their pedestals down 
to the masculine level remains to be seen. 
Evidently the pedestal business does not 
count for much in Colorado. 


THE DECLINE OF COURTESY. 

The novel ceremony of registration has 
been performed by nearly 25,000 women, 
and,so far as reported, without any of the 
disasters predicted by the timid. No obsta- 
cles were placed in their way, no disrespect 
or rudeness énequntered, That no special 
courtesies were shown is probably true also, 
but these were not expected any more than 
they are expected when women stand in line 
with men at a ticket-office or shop counter. 
The experiences of registration day were at- 
tended by a deportment which pertains to the 
new social order. Probably most of those 
who registered do not deplore the facts as 
much as they welcome the compensations. 

Until within a very few years the condition 
of woman has been from time out of minda 
servile one; she was without status asa per- 
son before the law. The basis of our laws in 
regard to her was the Roman Code of Jus- 
tinian, which allowed to the married woman 
no rights either in lands, goods, or person. 
She and all she poseessed belonged’ to her 
Eusband. But, as if to make amends for all 
these public and private disfranchisements, 
man’s deportment to her assumed that she 
stood ona pedestal above him. A slave in 
the sight of the law she wasa ruler in the 
sight of courtesy. Annihilated by the code 
she was transfigured by chivalry; the victim 
of wrong and oppression in every relation of 
life which might imply that she was a person, 
she was endowed with a dignity that the State 
must respect and privileges which the law 
must defend in her own sphere as a lady. 

The movement towards the legal enfran- 
chisement of women seems to be at the same 
time a movement towards ber dethronement 
from the pedestal she once occupied, The 
disposition to drag her up from her disabili- 
ties ig accompanied by a disposition to bring 
her down from her eminences; the demand 
that she be admitted to the fields of labor and 
the profits of labor appears to be associated 
with the feeling that she is to be a mere 
worker. The delicate respect for women as 
women, readiness to grant them privileges on 
the score of their sex, appears to be on the 
decrease; utilitarian conditions prevail over 
sentimental ones. 

But it is hardly fair to consider all these 
changes as due to women’s own ambitions. The 
truth is that it ie only one manifestation of a 
general change in social ideals. There are 
fashions in taste and morals and behavior as 
wellas in costume. Men are less courteous to 
each other than formerly. In the last generation 
the words “* obedience ”’ and service made 
music in men’s ears; courtesy crowned itself 
with the title of servant. The title that raw 
Irish *‘ help” now refuses as degrading was 
formerly worn asa plume by the very men 
who made pride a grace, if not a virtue. To 
realize how great is the change it is only nec- 
essary to note how completely out of date is 
the old-time favorite signature, Your obedi- 
ent servant.“ The fag system of Eton 
and Rugby is a relic, curious to American 
eyes, of that old world in which service, 
whether the word or the thing, was not es- 
teemed degrading, but the door to honor. 

How foreign is all this to what we boast of 
as the spirit of the age! A new ideal has 
arisen and now the individual is all things to 
himself, He grants no privileges and takes 
no favors. To get out of the way, or touch 
the hat, or say thank you, is a compromise of 
self-respect. There must be no sense of obli- 
gation. Each must take as much as he can 
get and give no more than he must. It is this 
state of things that drew from a foreigner the 
remark that the only liberties he fuund in 
America were the liberties which people took 
with him. Our social condition is, doubtless, 
in many respects more honest, more whole- 
some, and less self-seeking than that of most 
older civilizations; it is a pity that we should 
suffer our manners to fall behind our mental 
and moral qualities. 


HOPKINS, MACVEAGH, AND THE TOILERS. 

The workingmen ought to look out for 
their own interests in voting at the coming 
election. They will not do this by voting for 
candidates on either the Populist or the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. The Democrats are responsi- 
ble for all the ills that labor has suffered in 
the last twenty months, and propose to in- 
tensify the evilif they have the power. The 
Populists would administer a rank poison to 
the body politic under the false pretense of 
supplying a remedy. The returns of bank 
clearings in the principle cities show that 
the value of business all over the coun- 
try is fully one-fifth less than two years ago, 
and not the ghost of a reason can be adduced 
for the idea thatany of this decline would 
have been experienced but for the election of 
a Democratic administration and the giving 
of a Democratic majority in November, 1892. 
Up to that time the country had been pros- 
perous for many years, with an almost steadi- 
ly rising wage scale and plenty of work for 
all who wanted it at good compensation, the 
wages of labor having increased 71 per cent 
during the thirty years of Republican policy 
for the protection of American industry. 

If the American toilers cannot understand 
this for themselves and see the cause for the 
deplorable revulsion that came on the coun- 
try with the advent of the Democrats to pow- 
er they ought to have guardians appointed to 
look out for them and see that they are not 
allowed again to do themselves “ grievous 
harm” by voting the Democratic ticket. 
Their wives, for instance, who have suffered 
so much from the folly of two years ago, 
would have more sense than to permit their 
fool husbands to vote themselves out of 
jobs, as they did in 1892. They would 
interpose a veto on the bread winner of the 
family cutting the ground from under his 
own feet by throwing himself out of a good 
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policies and the partial carrying out of those 
policies, “as well 
as they know anything,” that the 
further “reform” of the tariff to which 
they stand pledged would greatly 
intensify that misery, make work even more 
scarce, and still further reduce the wages of 
the toilers in-this city and other parts of the 
United States. They are working to this end, 
because they have the diabolical ambition to 
abolish all the good done for the toilers by 
Republican policies in the last thirty years. 
If the workingmen are beguiled by them into 
voting for this deepening of the industrial 
gloom that now enshrouds them the toilers 
will show themselves ineapable of rea- 
sonmg on economic subjects, will show 
that they have delivered themselves 
over to the despoilers, that they voluntarily 
have placed themselves in the position of 
brute beasts patiently waiting for the slaugh- 
ter, that they do not know enough to be able 
to distinguish between their friends and their 
enemi@, that they are incapable of an intelli- 
gent exercise of the right of American suf- 
trage. Surely the workers in the manufact- 
uring industries will not justify the passing of 
such a verdict upon themselves by every un- 
prejudiced observer of the situation and of 
their acts. 


RESIGNATION OF VON CAPRIV 

The unexpected resignation of Count von 
Caprivi, Chancelior of the German Empire, 
quickly followed by the resignation of Count 
Eulen berg, President of the Ministerial 
Council, has created an extraordinary ex- 
citement both among the friends and enemies 
of these officials. Thus far no official state- 
ment of the causes for this action has been 
made, but surmises and shrewd guesses are 
not lacking. It is alleged in one quarter that 
the differences between the two as to the 
measures to be employed against socialism 
had become too radical for any reconciliation 
or harmony of action. In another quarter it 
is said that a lack of sympathy on the part of 
the Chancellor wifh the demands for changes 
in the financial relations of the States to the 
empire ig the cause, In still other quarters it is 
claimed that the Emperor has been displeased 
with the Chancellor for certain criticisms the 
latter has made upon some features of his 
policy, though this is denied by the corre- 
spondent of the London Times, who claims 
the best authority for the statement that the 
relations of tho Chancellor and Emperor are 
intimate and friendly. Upon all sides there 
seems to be an agreement that the Emperor 
regards the separation of the chancellorship 
and Prussian premiership a failure, and there- 
fore demanded thé tesignation of both Von 
Caprivi and Euleaberg with the intention that 
the euccessor shall fill both offices. Among 
all these rumors it seems tolerably certain that 
there is an irreconcilable hostility between the 
two men, and that the Emperor has cut the 
Gordian knot, 

Whatever may be the cause itis taken for 
granted that the resignations are purely do- 
mestic matters and will not affect Germany’s 
foreign relations. The Socialists on the one 
hand will be pleased, since a disagreement as 
to the policy with which they are to be treated 
has brought about a government crisis, and 
the followers of Bismarck, as, well as Bis- 
marck himself, will bégdelighted that the 
same fate which overtook him after his un- 
authorized conference with Windthorst has 
now overtaken Count von Caprivi. What it 
all forebodes no one can say. It may hap- 
pen, as the London Daily News says, that the 
Emperor will take things into his own hands 
fora while, “He is an astonishing sort of 
imperial ruler—a bewilderingly incongruous 
medieval figure in the center of mod- 
ern Europe.“ It would be better for the 
repose of Germany, however, were he less so 
ana were it less possible for him to precipi- 
tate a crisis at any time he gets out of temper 
or things are not running to suithim. The 
German Government lacks the stability of 
our own and of most of the other European 
governments. In this country the President 
selects his own Cabinet, and Congress has 
nothing to do with it except in its confirma- 
tion by the Senate. However antagonistic 
the House might be it cannot turn its mem- 
bers out. In some respects the English Gov- 
ernment has the advantage. If an adminis- 
tration is beaten it either resigns or Parlia- 
ment is dissolved, and an appeal is made to 
the voters on the issue at once. If the 
Wilson bill, for instance, had been 
the issue in Great Britain a new Par- 
liament would have been elected which 
would take hold right off. Here we must 
wait until thie fall and elect a House which 
does not sit until next year. In France and 
Spain governmental methods are very similar 
to those of Kugland. In Germany, however, 
everything depends upon the moods and 
whims of the Emperor. He can appoint and 
throw out Chancellors at his own sweet will. 
It would be better for the government and 
for the people of Germany if their parlia- 
mentary methods were more nearly assimi- 
lated to the English and if the Chancellor had 
a party at his back in the Reichstag instead 
ot being the mere creature pf the Emperor 
and always at his merey. If this is not done 
some day it will make serious trouble for 
Germany. 
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Format notice has been received from the 
government of Germany to the effect that no 
cattle or fresh beef shipped from the United 
States after today, Oct. 28, will be admitted 
to that country, and that all cattle now on 
the way must be killed im mediately after ar- 
rival. The reasof stated for this action is 
that two recent shipments from New York to 
Germany contained cattle afflicted with the 
Texas fever. This explanation is scouted by 
the Department of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton and Acting Secretary Dabney has in- 
formed the Secretary of State that it cannot 
be correct. He says the Texas fever is not 
communicated by diseased cattle, so that 
even if this reported discovery of the disease 
be true there is no danger to German 
cattle, He also says that the meat of cattle 
afflicted with this disease never has been 
shown to be dangerous to the consumer, and 
that the government inspects all meat exports 
and certifies that the cattie were free from 
disease when slaughtered. In pursuance of 
this information it is possible a vigorous pro- 
teat will be made by our government. It is 
also more than posstble such protest will be 
of no avail, as it is well understood the allega- 
tion that fever has been met with is only a 
pretext for action, in response to our dis- 
crimination against German sugar, caused 
by the abrogation of the reciprocity 
treaty and the imposition of the dif- 
ferential rate. It is also not improbeble

Tue Democratic “ reform ”’ officials of this 
city and county appear to have been playing 
an amusing little game. The Democratic 
County Treasurer has beer holding on to his 
coliections instead of turning them over 
promptly to the city, which has urgent need 
of them. He put them in his banks and kept 
them there for the sake of the interest. The 
city being hard up, because of the combined 
laches of a Democratic Treasurer and the ex- 
travagence of a Democratic Mayor, goes to 
some city banks, perhaps the same ones in 
which the County Treasurer had on deposit 
funds the city should have had, and borrows 
large sums of money, paying interest thereon.

Mrs. Latimer was born in 1822. George 
III. had died two years before and Louis 
XVIII. was reigning m France. England 
when she was born had made very tittle 
material progress since the age of Queen 
Elizabeth. It prided iteelf, indeed, on its 
macadamized roads, its canal-boats, and its 
fast stage coaches, and steamboats were be. 
ginning to be used on Scotch and English 
rivers: but in 1822 the steamboats in Great 
Britain numbered only 123, and these dared 
not venture on the rough waters of the ocean. 

Large cities were beginning to be lighted 
with gas. The discovery of its illuminating 
powers was very recent and the smell was too 
offensive to allow of its introduction into — 
vate houses, Boston, one of the eari 
Amerizan cities to introduce it into its streets, 
did not adopt it till 1828.

Although the electric launches are so liber- 
ally patronized during the summer season the 
only ticket office for the accommodation of 
the patrons of the service isa police patrol 
box which has been pressed into service, and 
now stands on the west bank of the lagoon. 
It is proposed to build two ticket offices with 
proper landing facilities, one at the north and 
the other at the south end of the lagoon. This 
will cost $500. 

Another feature of next year’s changes 
which the park-gomg public will appreciate, 
and which will not cut a deep*hole into the 
park funds, is erection of twelve addition- 
al drinkmg fountains at convenient intervals 
about the grounds. The estimate for this is

Pine street boulevard, from North avenue 
to Oak street, is badly worn and quite rough. 
It is proposed to put this in proper condition. 
This will cost about $9,500, the work on the 
west half of the boulevard to be paid for by 
abutting property-owners. 

The park horses now have fine new quarters 
in the busement of the greenhouse, which has 
been fitted up with all modern conveniences. 
Heretofore this basement has been very 
damp, owing to inadequate drainage. Some- 
times after a heavy rain the water has stood 
almost up to the fire boxes in the furnaces. 
The nine-inch drainage pipe which has done 
duty for so long has n taken up and an 
eighteen-inch pipe put in its place. 

nthe greenhouse basement are storage 
rooms for the various tools and utensils used 
about the park and also the workshops of the 
carpenters and biacksmiths. During the com- 
ing winter much needed repairing of park ve- 
hicles is to be done here. 

Up in the greenhouse itself the head garden- 
er, who has been working among flowers for 
forty years and knows enough about them 
and their interesting ways to make a small 
library, is busy caring for those which have 
been taken up out of the ponds and flower 
beds and is getting 2 for tha free chrysan- 
themum show which will open in ail the parks 
simultaneously with the big one down-town. 
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little pockets here and there in which vines 
and trailing moss are growing. 

The collection of palme here is very fine 
and includes the rare specimen which the late 
George W. Childs gave to the World's Fair. 
There is only one other like it in the United 
States and only fourteeu in the world. 

About twenty acres of the wild 
section of Douglas are being im- 
proved this year. The lagoon whi h lies south 
east of the Ogden avenue greenery and which 
will cover seventeen acres when completed is 
furnishing dirt for the elevation of Douglas 
boulevard which extends west to Garfield 
park. Twenty thousand yards were taken 
out last year and as much more is being 
taken out this year. Old Douglas boulevard 
is to be raised fourteen inches and asphalted. 
South of this is to be a lawn strip of fifty 
feet, theh a bridle path of thirty feet, an- 
other lawn of fifty feet, and last a driveway 
of forty feet which is to be asphalted. 

A new walk is being made from Twelfth to 
Nineteenth street. This is now completed as 
far as Ogden avenue. This walk leaves the 
portion of the park along which it runs from 
six inches to four feet below grade. This 
space is being filled and will be gévered with 
ash, maple, elm,and locust trees from the 
park nursery. Elm trees six to eight inches 
in diameter are to line the walk. Another 
walk is being put down from Twelfth street 
to the artesian well, a distance of 300 feet. 

The baseball grounds are to be removed 
from the ofd part of the park to the new sec- 
tion south of Ogden avenue. An innovation 
which lovers of the sport in the parks will ap- 
preciate isan outdoor gymnasium, which is 
to be located in the upper end of the grounds 
on Ogden avenue, near Albany, where the old 
nursery. now stands. This has been a feature 
ot public play grounds in England for years. 
There is also to bea bicycle track 100 feet 
long and 240 feet around. 

Of the 185 acres in Garfield eighty only are 
improved, but sixty more acres lying south 
of Madison will be added by the time the sea- 
son closes. The bicycle track and the epeed- 
ing track and the driveway outside of both 
willalso be finished. For the bicycle track it 
is not decided whether macadam or asphalt 
will be used, but the material will probably 
be macadam. West Washington street, which 
connects with Garfield Park, has been as- 
phalted from Fortieth to Forty-sixth street, 
with a cement sidewalk eight feet wide 
on either side. Ian Humboldt Park 
there is a great stretch of unimproved 
land lymg on the west and south. The huge 
mound made by the excavation for a lagoon 
on the north has reduced somewhat by 
the removal of dirt for improving the park 
from Kedzie avenue to the park entrance. 
The new part brought under cultivation 1» 
thirty-seven acres in extent. It is to be sown 
in blue grass and red top and planted in trees 
taken from parts of the park in which they 
are too thick. 

The handsome old trees are among the chief 
attractions of Humboldt. Among them are 
two locust one a male and the other a 
female, which ve been companions ever 
since Mr. Karnatz set them out twenty-three 
years ago.

middle of April until the middle of June. First 
will come the purple crocuses for two weeks, 
then the hyacinths in all their shades of red, 
white, and blue for two weeks more, then for 
three weeks the red, white, and gold crocuses, 
then the white narcissus, with its red-gold 
crown, for a nonth. and for the following 
three weeks the other flowers. Mr. Kanst 
and his men are busy from morning until 
night making the new designs for the beds, 
getting the soil ready, and putting in the bulbs 
and roots. 

On the Midway Plaisance, which so recently 
resounded with the noises of babel, only Eu- 
glish in various brogues and dialects is now 
heard among the shovelers, scrapers, and 
teamsters. who are fast getting it into shape. 
The north drive is now practically completed 
from Cottage Grove avenue to Jackson Park, 
and the south drive will soon be done. The 
basins between these drives are being covered 
with black dirt, in which grass will be grow- 
ing next spring. It is the intention to leave 
these depressions in this shape until the rest 
of the work is completed, when the black soil 
will be dredged out to be used for top soil 
elsewhere and the water turned in. 

In Jackson Park little is being done in the 
way of improvement owing to the condition 
of the grounds. Some improvement is going 
on immediately north of the Field Museum 
and in the drives about the building. A hand- 
some conservatory is to be built opposite the 
entrance at East End avenue. This may be 
finished this fall. 

In the meantime the few remaining outdoor 
attractions of the parks are going rapidly and 
soon there will be nothing left of the sum- 
mer’s glories except the statues which stand 
in. bronze imperturbably through all the 
change of seasons.

For this slight part che baby was paid a 
small sum each week, and thus she became 
the support of her mother and two little 
brothers—the head of the family; in fact. It 
may be said that Baby O’Grady’s father had 
run away.

IN THE ART SCHOOLS 


When the fall term of the Art Institute 
opened its pupils did not creep unwillingly to 
school; they came witha rush. That is one 
of the differences between those who study 
art and those who study less attractive sub- 
jects. : 

In a great New York art school-—the one 
which the students manage themselves—they 
work as Rosalind loved, Fridays and Satur- 
days and all. There are no holidays except 
the long summer vacation, and still grumblers 
complain because the classes are not open 
Sundays. Have you ever heard of a college 
petitioning against the customary idle Satur- 
day? Do students of law or ef medicine ob- 
ject to the observance of election day, 
Thanksgiving day, Washington’s birthday, 
and the rest? They have not got as far as 
that at the Art Institute yet, but it is encour- 
aging that a class which had 100 entries 
last year has 200 this year. 

I studied only in the mornimg last year,” 
said a young lady with a determined lip and a 
voluminous apron, this year! shall work 
both morning and afternoon.”’

Also it is a 
singular thing that he commends rough, 
blocky, unfinished-looking drawings rather 
than beautifully-rounded, shiny, careful pro- 
ductions such as the outsider admires.

KINDLE ENGINE FIRES WITH OIL. 


Invention That Saves Time and Reduces 
Cost from 33 to 1.46 Cents, 

Fort Dopa. Ia., Oct. 22.—|Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—The Minneapolis and St. Louis 
railway now has its new system of kindling 
locomotive fires in daily operation here. This 
invention illustrates the constant effort to re- 
duce the cost of railway operation. Under 
the old-fashioned system of kindling the fires 
it has required about an eighth of a cord of 
wood and cost about 40 cents. The new fire- 
kindler uses a spray of crude oil, which plays 
in the fire-box until the coal is thoroughly 
ablaze. This takes about a gallon of oii and 
eight minutes’ time, and costs from lto2 
cents. Two tanks are buried in the groun 
near the engine-house to hold the oil. One is 
a storage tank holding a car load the 
other is a feed tank holding seventy gallons. 
An oil pipe runs from the latter into the en-

You don’t drink eocoa because you can’t digest it. 
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It will be interesting to observe whether Mr. 
Nat Goodwin, who is about to repeat an ex- 
beriment made by Mr. Charles Wyndham in 
1886, will be rewarded with an equal measure 
of success. That is, in producing at Hooley’s 
Tom Robertson’s delightful comedy of 
„David Garrick.“ It was Mr. Wyndham's hit 
in Wild Oats which suggested his attempt ou 
a plane of higher comedy; and his ambitions 
were more than realized, He played David 
Garrick not only with brilliancy in England, 


but also in this country, and he played the 


character throughout Germany with a Ger- 
man company and in the German tongue. 
Mr. Goodwin has unquestionably the gift of 
sympathy, which is essential to the portrayal 
of this character, but whether he has the 
taste, which is almost equally essential, it re- 


mains to be seen. 

The origin ot David Garrick is peculiar. 
Tom Robertson took it from a French sketch 
entitled Sullivan,“ which in its turn was 
founded on a German dramatization of what 
was a pretended episode in Garrick’s life. 
According to the continental bit of fiction a 
youn lady saw David Gatrick when he 
played in Chamont and fell in love with him. 
So great was he in the other extreme 
of. acting (he enchanted her as a hero) 
that when she saw him as Abel D r she 
fell out of love as quickly as she had fallen in, 
The original sketch was intended to givea 
versatile actor an opportunity for a tour de 
force. Tom Robertson first wrote a novel 
called David Garrick, and after many dis- 
appointments succeeded in selling the comedy 
of the same name to E. 4. Sothern. This 
was in 1864, when the brilliant comedian, who 
was afterward known as Dundreary “ Soth- 
ern, was playing in the British provinces under 
the name of Douglas Stewart. rn was 
delighted with the comedy, though it had 
been rejected by several London managers. 
After hearing the piece read he said to the 
friend who had introduced Tom Robertson 
(who by the way was the eldest brotner of 
Mre. Kendal): “Give Tom thie check 
on account fit was tor £50 | 
and tell him he will draw a royalty at the 
Haymarket and elsewbere.“ At the first per- 
formance of the comedy Sothern thought it a 
failure, but later his success was pronounced, 
particularly in the drunken scene. Many 
American playgoers will remember the 
elder Sothern in this part; he was the mer- 
riest and most light-hearted of Gar- 
ricks. Few, however, remember his elder 
son Lytton, who appeared in the 
same character at Hooley’s about the year 
1883. His work was warmly praised in these 
columns, but the public was cold to hit, 
Clever and able as he was, he was destined to 
disappointment and an early death; and his 
younger brother, the present Ned Sothern, 
came in for his father’s honors. The late 
Lawrence Barrett was a stately, dignified 
David Garrick, and the Elder Salvini has es- 
sayed the role. 

It lies with the actor to present an ideal and 
not the real Garrick who known to every 
student of theatrical history and every reader 
of Boswell’s ** Life of Johnson.“ The actor 
must make Garrick consistent—an artist and 
a gentleman; and let history take care of its 
own interests. Mr. Joseph Knight has re- 
cently written a life of David Garrick which 
is within the reach of all who wish to adda 
real knowledge to the pleasure of esthetic en- 
joy ment. 

Hore lies David Garrick. Describe me who can, 
An abridgement of all that was pleasant in man, 
Asan actor confessed without rival to shine, 

As a wit if not first in the very first line. 

So wrote Goldsmith in his Retaliation,” 
and it is certainly a flattering portrait of the 
great predecessor of Henry Irving. The real 
Garrick was little in stature, and in certain re- 
spects he was little in disposition; that is to 
say, he carried saving habits to penuriousness 
(at least according to his acquaiwtances) and 
he had an ungallant habit of quarreling with 
women. Kitty Kline they say used to watch 
him from the wings when he was playing 
tragedy ; and when she was not abusing him 
she was sobbing at his pathos, Once with an 
expletive, which should not be transcribed in 
these polite days, she declared that he could 
acta gridiron.“ It was of the same man that 
Mrs. Abington, the original Lady Teazle, de- 
clared that Shakspeare had been created for 
Garrick and Garrick for Shakspeare.”’ To 
him in fine Churchill paid the following 
tribute in The Rosciad —a judgment which 
has been coufirmed by time: 

If manly sense, if natures linked with art: 

If thorough knowledge of the human heart; 

If powers of acting vast and unconfined: 

It fewest faults with greatest beauties joined: 

If strong expression and strange powers which lie 
Within the magic circle of the eye; 

If feelings which few hearts like his can show:

Lorpow, Oct. 27.—After a period of wintry 
weather London has recently been enjoying a 
few springlike days.

Archwological Ground. 

At Athens the Greek Government has recently 
declared the whole region lying between the 
Theseion and the monument of Lysicrates arche- 
ological ground, thereby compelling the pro- 
prietors to sell at prices to be fixed by a commis- 
sion of sworn experts. It is believed that the 
American and German schools and the Arche- 
ological Society of Athens can easily raise the 
funds needed to buy it. The latter society, in its 
excavations at Epidauros, has brought to light 
the stadium, which is apparently intact. On 
sinking trenches across the area to a depth of 
five yards or more, the rows of marble chairs, 
each with its inscription, which ran completely

Commerce of Hongkong. 

In 1869, the year of the opening the Suez 
Canal, the tonnage of ships entered at Hong- 
kong was 2,500,000; three years later it had 
risen to 3,800,000; last year it was 7,177,025; 
the total tonnage entered and cleared being 14.- 
849,122. This places Hongkong first in the 
list of the ports of the British Empire, though 
London and Liverpool run it pretty close. Fifty 
years ago, when ceded to England by the treaty 
of Nankin in 1842, it was a desolate island. 
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bordered upon the prodigious; | 
capital, without improved machinery, in fact 
with little more than pick and shovel, thanks to 
the power of earnest effort and extreme economy, 
they were able to make more than a living.

But as Karl Marx and Lassalle teach us that 
capital is not productive by itself, and that what 
goes to remunerate it would be ‘ overwork,’ work 
unduly imposed upon the workman, we o 
these collectivist principles the recognition of 
which we but yesterday demanded of our em- 
ployers. Come to us! Not on wages, not as em- 

loyés, not as subordinates, but as associates 
— You have not borne the toil and beat 
of the day, but that’s nothing ; you shall share 
the honor and the profit in like proportion with 
— 1 the original founders of the associa-

Is that what they will say? Not at all! They 
have created a capital by unheard of privations. 
They feel that this capital multiplies astonishly 
the productive power of their hands and that 
thanks to it the effort which yesterday produced 
one today produces 100, The increase which re- 
sults from it they do not intend to reserve nar 
rowly and selfishly for themselves alone; with- 
out doubt they offer to r auxiliaries, as 
wages, 2 sum surefior to that which the latter 
would obtain with their handsif the capital in 
question did not exist; but they inten 
serve for themselves a fair proportion of the 

roduct of this wealth which they have brought 

orth, which is their work, which would not ex- 
ist but for them. 

If they had not put forth the effort which they 
did put forth the society would not be able te 
dis of the coal which it takes from the earth, 

the auxiliaries or extra workmen which 
they find use for, finding no employment for their 
hands, would be idle or would be obl to con- 
tent themselves with insufficient wages. These 
associated workmen have then been useful to 
everybody ; to society, which they have enriched 
as a whole; to the working miners, to eleva- 
tion of whose wages they have contributed, more 
or less, in augmenting ne demand for hands, 
while the hands seeking work remained the 
same. But their intention, nevertheless, was to 
N themselves. And in this they were “ very 
right.” 

fe they had not known, when the old company 
abandoned the unproductive pits to them, that, 
when tney had given a value to these pits which 
they did not have before, they could draw from 
them a larger profit than their r daily 
wages, a capitalist’s (out with the word!) profit, 
they would not have denied themselves the 
necessities of life for years, would not have 
lowered their consumption, sacrificed every 
pleasure below the standa afforded by the 

nerally accepted wage scaie. The mines would 

ave remained unp uctive as before, and the 
wealth of which these workmen reaped the profit, 
and which the whole country and the men em- 
ployed by them shared, would not have been ex- 
tracted from nothing; out ot nothing nothing 
comes. 

It was because they saw at the end of their toil, 
their privations, their suffering the eemer 
capi which they produced and from which 
they today receive their recompense. Aud should 
they divide, purely and simply, their product 
with the new-comers, who would reap without 
having sown? Certainly not. Harvest of the 
Evangel according to St. Marx and St. Lassalle! 
These holy coliectivist writers appealed to

The New York Tribune la a recent edi- 
torial paid thie handsome tribute to Mr. 
Booth’s character: 

Gen. Booth is a most interesting and forcefai 
man. He began life with no advantages of birth, 
wealth, or education, as a lay exborter of a 
small and obscure sect of Christians. But be 
soon outgrew. the narrow limitations of such 
work, though he did so at @rst without being 
conscious whither he was tending. Indeed, it 
was the suspicion and jealousy of the ministers 
under whom be worked drove bim into 
founding the Saivetion Army almost by accident. 
But, of course, no accident can explain the es- 
tablishment and growth of the Salvation Army. 
It is entirely withio ds to say that to 
the unique gesius and organizing skill of 
William Booth it owes its existénce and 
success. And to say this is to put him among the 
remarkable religious leaders of the world. Io 
fact, he bas done for this age much the seme 
thing that the founders of the great monastic 
orders did for the middle ages; or, perba even 
a better parallel for his work would be found ia 
the Jesuit order. with ‘whose founder, Ignatius 
Loyola, he possesses man ints in common. 

en. Booth will sot flo the Salvation Army in 
this country the power that it has become in Eu- 
land. There are many reasons for this, per- 
— the greatest being the fact that religious 
forces more or less akin to the army are already 
at work here. Until recently English Christian- 
ity did little for the unchurched masses, and 
thus gave the army an unoccupied field, which it 
had the wisdom to seize. Bat just because Amer- 
ican Christianity is alive to the daty of ronebing 
the masses, its feeling toward the army is ope o 
friendly sympathy; and its great founder will 
find that he has a host of feiends and wel!-wish- 
ers io America, whose names are not recorded in 
the roster of the Salvation Army.

AUTHOR OF “a YELLOW ASTER.” 


Lotas Novel Much Aboat in Len- 

‘| dem, bat Net Likely to Eclipse Ger 

Former One = Twenty-two Novelists 

Dane in Writing a Book About Them- 

selves and Their Art-Clashing of Their 

Views—Anecdotes About the Writing 
of Popular Stories, 


Mrs. Mannington Caffyn, whose pen-name 
le Iota, has just issued in London her second 
novel, “Children of Circumstances,” and in 
a few days. or weeks it will be flooding the 
book shops of the United States. The au- 
thor’s first work, A Yellow Aster,” is now 
in ite fourteenth edition, and its success has 
been the Wonder of critics both in England 
and America. The author has feeling 
and imagination, but she is singularly 
inept as a writer, notwithstanding 


which she salle prosperousiy along. 
The awakening of the heroine from her dead, 
dull life of torpor by the unconscious in- 
fluence of her child, and the irresistible 
yearnings of motherhood was something. 
which distinguished tne “Yellow Aster” 
from the majority of commonplace novels of 
the day. There was considerable curiosity 
on the part of novel-readers to learn how the 
author would develop; and hence her second 
novel has been welcomed abroad with a 
flourish by the press. 

Three of the characters “Ohildren of 
Circumstances” stand out préSminently, as 
representing different levels and types of 
womanhood and serving as a kind of femi- 
nine counterpart to the subtly-distinguished 
heroes of that most ancient but ever true ro- 
mance, the Morte d' Arthur.“ Just as King 
Arthur represents the saint, Modred the sin- 
ner, and Lancelot the man of mixed motives, 
half way between sinner and saint, so 
too in “Children of Circumstances” are 
three contrasted heroines, Beatrice Hyde, 
the perfectly pure and spotiess woman, 
coli, ethereal, removed from the lights and 
shadows of our chequered world, an icy Alpine 
peak of whiteness and beauty and unapproach- 
ableness, whom her hus „Geoffrey Hyde, 
neither understands nor appreciates any more 
than Guinevere could understand the frigid 
sainthood of King Arthur. Right at the other 
end of the scale Iota has drawn, or rather 
sketched, an essentially bad woman, in whose 
veins seem to run some of the blood of the 
Helens and the Cleopatras and the Maries, who 
played such havoc with Menelaus and Antony 
and Darnley. Caroline Davis is from birth the 
destroyer, woman who wrecks homes and 
breaks hearts, and does it all with that im- 
perial carelessness which we always associate 
with the demonic i.fluences of history. And 
midway between these two types comes the 
real heroine of the book, Margaret Dering, 
very young, lovable, and human, impulsive 
and imperfect, doing an unconscious harm at 
the very outset of the story and paying for it 
afterwards by a life of tender sympathy with 
all others of her sex who have loved and who 
have fallen. The story which surrounds the 
lives of these three women is by no means 
so important as the delineation of their char- 
acters.

The plot is simplicity itself. Margaret 
Dering is discovered in the house of her two 
maiden aunts. They are drawn much in the 
style of Miss Mary Wilkins, our Puritan 
novelist, who seems to exert a stronger 
influence in England than 
own country. rgaret falle in 
love with Geoffrey Hyde, who has 
an embarrassment in the shape of a young 
wife. The marriage had come about in this 
way: One day he nearly put an end to him- 
self in the hunting field, and was nursed back 
to life by a cousin, a fine, prim, cold ab- 
straction, who nevertheless was human and 
under 20.“ They kiseed each other, and in 
the sentimentality and intellectual feebleness 
of convalescence a proposal followed. But 
he has to confess afterwards that ** cousiniy 
love was a snare and entrapped us both,“ and 
at Se end of the book his wife acknowledges, 
while she is dying, that: 

„Before I married you I never ones asked my- 
self if I were in any one way, except by birth and 
environment, suited to your needs, I only knew 
that you were very dear, and that it would be al- 
together sweet to be your wife. 

had as much right to consider suitability.” 

“But how could you?’ she answered, sur- 
prised. ‘At that time you didn’t know what love 
meant. I wasted my time, and Margaret came; 
that was all. Ours was a marriage in which 
there was no grasping of its importance, and the 
result was misfit. 

But to return to the beginning of the book 
and the meeting of Margaret and Geoffrey. 
The rendes vous is in a romantic spot, and 
there is a good description of her: 

Sitting with her back to a rock and her face to 
the stream, softiy singing, in a mist of happy in- 
articulate wonder, which is a young girl's sub- 
stitute for thought. until sorrow or necessity has 
opened the doors of her understanding. 

Presently she hears o rustie, and to her as- 
tonishment but not dismay— 

She saw a little slender. proves hand push aside 
a briar, and a minute afterwards a woman, a 
wonderful white creature. in a dress that took 
her breath away, stood before her, and looked at 
her as if she could then and there have turned her 
inside out, had she not been far too proud and 
self-contained to think of taking such a liberty. 

The two women look at each other and pro- 
ceed tu business. The elder’s voice is 30 
extreme and fine drawn in its culture that it 
sent a cold shiver down Margaret's back.“ 

‘* You were about to ask me whol was. : 
I'm afraid you will not be pleased when you 
know. I am Mrs. Hyde, the wife of Geoffrey 
Hyde, whom you are now waiting for.“ 

Margaret takes the information pretty 
calmly for unsophisticated 18: 

“You are Mrs. Hyde—Geoffrey Hyde's wife 
and he loves me. He never told me so—you told 
me by comi here. Aud—1 love him—I love 
him! Yon told me that, too, by coming. Surel 
you have told me a great deal in a few minutes.” 

“Can you not understand—can you not seo? 
Have you no shame? He is my busband. I only 

have the right——”" 

“Bat you have lost your right,” said Margaret. 
‘He was yours, yours altogether. You let him 
go from you. How dare you speak of shame to 
me! It is only you who should be ashamed. 
Why did you let him come to me—why? Look at 
us together—we two! Lam nothing—nothing at 
all compared to yon; and yet he is ne longer 
yours now, he is mine.“ 

Geoffrey takes Margaret to London, where 
she lives with an old nurse. There she is 
brought into contact with fallen women, and 
the author takes occasion to broach particu- 
lar theories in regard to the social evil. There 
are injudicious reflections on the powerless- 
ness of religious agencies which will doubt- 
less excite discussion. N 

The dominant idea of the book seems to be 
that we are all children of circumstance, 
which is at once a truism and a fallacy, To 
suggest, as the story seems to do, that the 
struggle is vain is to take away all that makes 
life interesting. There is a glibness in the 
book which will commend it to the crowd ; 
and here and there isa smart sentence; but 
one cannot tind in it any extraordinary ele- 
ment which will win for Children of Cir- 
cumstanee”’ the amazing popularity of “A

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Twenty-two novelists, all of them English 
except Bret Harte, who is probably more En- 
glisb than all the others, have joined to write 
a volume which is called My First Book.” 
(J. B. Lippincott company.) There are pho- 
tographs of all the writers, the frontispiece 
being a three-quarters length portrait 
of Jerome K. Jerome, the genius 
who directed the scheme, Mrs.

Mr. A. Conan Doyle, who is at 
present visiting Chicago, tells of his early ex- 
periences, relating in particular the advent- 
ures of the manuscript of ** Micah Clarke, 
his first emphatic success: 

It went to house after house, and house after 
house would have none of it. Blackwood found 
that the people did not talk so in the seventeenth 
century; Bentley that its principal defect was 
that there was a complete absence of interest; 
Cassells that experience had shown that a his- 
torical novel could never be a commercial suc- 
cess. I remember smoking over my dog-eared 
manuscript when it returned for a whiff of count 
air after one of its descents upon town, 
wondering what I should do if some sporting, 
reckless kind of publisher were suddenly to 
stride in and make me a bid of forty shillings or 
so for the lot. And then suddenly I bethought 
me to send it to Messrs. Longmans, where it was 
fortunate enough to fall into the hands of Mr. 
Andrew ane, From ay the way was 
smoothed to it, and, as th turned out, I was 
spared that keenest sting of ill-success, those 
who had believed in your work should suffer 
pecuniarily for their belief. A door had been 
opened for me into the temple of the Muses, and 
it only remained that I should find something 
that was worthy of being borne through it.

Amouat of Suiphur in Coal. 


Tha fact has recently been ascertained, as the 
result ot German investigations, that the suil- 
phur in coals may be chemically estimated and 
their adaptedness for gas-making determined 
. before purchasing in a manner capable of being 
turned tovaluable practical account. By this 
method the coal to be tested is powdered and 
pressed into a small platinum wire cylinder, to 
whieh along platinum wire is attached and 
then burned. The combustion is effected in an 
otdinary glass bottle, which is fitted with a treb- 
ly perforated india rubber stopper; through this 
passes a tube with a glass stopcock, and which 
widens out into a eyliader, also two glass tubes, 
to the lower ends of which two thick platinum 
wires are fused, one of these wires carrying the 
platinum cylinder or basket referred to. A little 
mercury is poured into the tube so as to establish 
a sure contact with the wires which lead the 
electricity, and when the current is passed the 
platinum basket becomes white hot, the combus- 
tion of the coe] is effected, and the gaseous prod- 
ucts containing the sulphur compounds are led 
off through the stopcock and examined chem- 
ically.
